WASHINGTON, Sept. 2—Con- 
gressional and national approval 
consolidated today behind Presi- 
dent Truman’s decision to’double 
America’s armed forces, despite 
the implications of higher taxes, 
tighter controls and a more com- 
prehensive draft. 

Legislators of both parties 
voiced their support of the Presi- 
dent’s initiative, the chief dis- 
sents coming from those who fav- 
ored even stronger action. 

The early telegram reaction 
was small. The. morning count 
showed 54 messages 
Truman’s plan and 17 against. 
White House officials said they 
expected: that the relative size of 
the minority would be sharply 
reduced when the letter and post- 
card reaction began to come in,

79 AUTO DEATHS 
AS LABOR DAY 
WEEKEND OPENS 


21 Persons Killed in Other 
Accidents; Toll Under 
Prediction.

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—(AP)—The | 
Labor Day holiday traffic death 
rate Saturday night was running 
behind the predicted three-day 
total. But it still was heavy. At 
least 100 persons — including 79 
killed in highway mishaps — had 
lost their lives. 

Alabama led the states with 11 
traffic deaths in early reports. 
_Other deaths included nine per- 
‘sons in a train collision near 
. Milwaukee. [Illinois had one traf- 

fic death. 

The National Safety Council 
has predicted that 435 persons 
will die in“automobile accidents 
alone by midnight Monday. This 
is 25 more than the record total 
of 410 traffic deaths over the La- 
bor day weekend last year. Some 
36,000,000 vehicles are expected 
' to ae the roads during the week- 
end. 


EAGLE STAMP VALUE 
‘TO BE REDUCED BY 
10 PCT. ABOUT OCT. 1 


A 10 per cent reduction in the 
‘value of: Eagle Stamps was an- 
/nounced last night by the Eagle 
Stamp Co., under a plan to go 
into effect about Oct. 1. More 
‘than. 1500 merchants in the St. 
'Louis area issue and redeem the 
stamp premiums. Thousands of 
St. Louisans save the stamps.

Truman Signs Fund Bill. 

At the White House President 
Truman signed legislation permit- 
ting the expenditure of $16,771,- 
000,000 of supplemental appropri- 
ations on which Congressional ac- 
tion will not be completed until 
next week. Of this, $11,643,000,- 
000 is for supplementary Army, 
Navy and Air Force requests, 
while @ further $4,000,000,000 is 
to go to provide military assist- 
ance to democratic nations friend- 
ly to the United States. 

The bill has passed the House 
and is sure of favorable action in 
the Senate. Since the services 
want to get started on their ex- 

ansion program as fas as possi- 

le, a resolution was passed to 
enable the funds to be committed 
at once. 

Military men soberly but con- 
servatively estimated that the 
President’s program for doubling 
the size, of the United States 
armed sbevices would cost “on 
the: order of $25,000,000,000”" on 
a regular normal peacetime basis. 

Congressmen exuberantly boost- 
ed this to astronomical figures. 
Senator Lester C. Hunt (Dem.), 
Wyoming, led with $60,000,000,-

20 TO 25 PCT. RISE 
IN TRAFFIC SINCE 
TRANSIT STRIKE 


Automobile traffic in St. Louis 
is 20 to 25 per cent heavier than 
it was before the three-day wild- 
cat streetcar and bus strike which 
ended Aug. 14, Traffic Commis- 
sioner Charles G. Gonter, esti- 
mated yesterday. 

“Many persons who normally 
use a bus or streetcar started 
driving their own automobiles to 
work when the Public Service Co. 


-Strike began, and they probably 


will continue to dd so until cold 
weather sets in,” Gonter said. 

He added that frequent rains 
in the last week have been partly 
responsible for the increase in 
automobile traffic, causing still 
more persons to use their auto- 
mobiles. Downtown parking has 
become more difficult, and the 
number of machines parked on 
the riverfront has increased to 
about 300 a day, a rise of 10 to 
15 per cent, he said. 

Gonter announced that left 
turns would be eliminated this 
week, probably Tuesday, at the 
signal at Vandeventer avenue and 
Lindell boulevard, and next week 
at the signal at Kingshighway 
and Manchester boulevard. 


EUROPE’S FAMOUS 
ELEPHANT JULIET 
HAS 275-POUND SON 


ROME, Sept. 2 (AP) — Juliet, 
Europe’s most famous elephant 
mother, rounded out her family 
tonight by giving birth to a 275- 
pound son. : 

His name is Remo, and he looks 
more like a stuffed toy elephant 
than a stuffed toy elephant does. 
If he lives, little Remo will be 
the first male elephant (outside 
of India) to survive birth in cap- 
tivity. 

His record-breaking 2-year-old 
sister Roma is the only elephant 
born in European captivity to 
survive in 120 years. 

Just as when Roma was born, 
Juliet tried to stomp her huge 
feet down on her offspring. Alert 
keepers armed with pronged 
forks dashed into the cage, flung 
themselves between mother and 
baby and shooed Juliet into her 
outside pen.

Race With Clock Likely 
to Get New Withhold- 
ing Tables in Hands of 
Employers as Congres- 
sional Action Lags. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
A prospective two week delay in 
enactment of the $4,508,000,000 
war tax bill. is not changing the 
Treasury’s plans to start collect- 
ing a larger withholding tax from 
individual paychecks _ starting 
Oct. 1. 

Representative Mills (Dem.), 
Arkansas, a member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, said 
today it is unlikely that the bill 
can reach the White House before 
Sept. 15. 

There was no talk, however, of 
changing the Oct. 1 date for in- 
creasing the income tax liability 
of more than 50,000,000 individual 
taxpayers. 


Internal Revenue Bureau of-' 


ficials faced the possibility of a 
race with the clock to get new 
withholding tax tables into em- 
ployers’ hands. 

Passed last night bysthe Sen- 
ate, the bill goes back to the 
House which is expected to send 
it forthwith to a conference com- 
mittee. | 

Cause of Delay. 

Mills, who is slated to serve 
on the conference group, said it 
would meet Sept. 11. The delay 
results from the fact that the 
House is taking a Labor day re- 
cess and will hold only two per- 
functory sessions in the coming 
week. Many members are out of 
the city. 

Mills told a reporter that con- 
ference committee members hope 
to agree on the final draft of the 
bill within three days. . Then it 
goes back to the House and Sen- 
ate for acceptance or rejection. 
Mills said this would prevent final 
action before Sept. 15 or perhaps 
Sept. 20. 

As adopted by-the Senate, the 
individual income taxes withheld 
would advance from the present 
15 per cent after exemptions 
(about $11 a week per exemp- 
tion) to 18 per cent. The bill 
would increase corporation in- 
come taxes from a maximum 38 
per cent to 45 per cent, applicable 
to one half of their 1950 income. 
Other revenue would be gained 
by closing tax law loopholes. 

Although the bill was written 
in the Senate contrary to the rule 
that revenue raising measures 
originate in the House, it was 
constructed on the framework of 
a tax bill passed by the House. 
The House acted before the Ko- 
rean outbreak and its original bill 
called for a sharp tax reduction. 

Now many members are clam- 
oring for much higher taxes to 
meet more nearly the costs of 
preparedness and fighting the 
war. . 

The pending bill was intended 
as a down payment on these fast 
rising expenses—an emergency 
measure ta get some revenue 
flowing and at the same time re- 
lieve inflation pressures. 
Another Tax Bill. 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee said he expects President 
Truman to ask for another seven 
to 10 billion dollars in taxes by 
January. 

George advised Treasury offi- 
cials to “act on the assumption’ 
that the bill would pass; in other 
words, get ready for the Oct. 1 
deadline on the possibility that 
the House will agree to that col- 
lection date. 

Ihe operators of the tax ma- 
chinery, old hands at watching 
Congress crowd deadlines, appar- 
rently were doing just that. 

One Treasury official said that 
ifthe bill, with that coliection 
date remaining in it, passes any 
time before Oct 1 he is confident 
that some method will be found 
to start collecting the new with- 
holding taxes on time.

commodity atop “Hogback Hill” 
Saturday that it is difficult to tell 
the story of an American com- 
pany cut off by the enemy and a 
relief column that battled through 
to its rescue. 
Perhaps the saga canm best be 
expressed in terms of Cpl. Hideo 
Hashimoto of San _ Francisco, 
Calif.. who sweated out World 
War II as a Japanese internee in 
a Stateside relocation center. He 
was drafted into the Army in 
1946. 
In the last two days “Hash,” 
as his fellow G.Is call him, 
proved his solid Americanism. He 
also justified his reputation as the 
regiment’s best baseball pitcher 
by throwing strikes with hand 
grenades from an exposed posi- 
tion to halt an enemy attack. 
Or perhaps the tale could be 
told in the performance of Sgt. 
Junius Poovey of Hickory, N. C., 
who took over command of a cut- 
off segment when his company 
commander and platoon com- 
mander were killed, and then led 
the battered remnants to safety. 
Directed Fire on Selves- 
Or maybe the story belongs to 
the ensemble exhibition of cour- 
age demonstrated by members of 
the platoon who insisted that air, 
artillery and mortar fire from 
their own comrades be showered 
on them to check the enemy ad- 
vance. 
And there i¢ also the story of 
the relief column commanded by 
Maj. Gordon Murch of St. Louis, 
which fought steadily for more 
than 24 hours, liquidated two 
road blocks and killed 29 of the 
énemy before reaching the sur- 
rounded company. Murch’s group 
assaulted the hill and restored 
the situation. 
Correspondents pieced the 
thrilling story together today from 
an account given by Sgt. Mutsuo

THROUGH U.S.

American Second Divi- 
sion and Marines Coun- 
ter-Attack on West 
Front—Enemy Support- 

ed by Fighter Planes.

TOKYO, Sunday, Sept. 3 (AP)— 
The North Korean Communist 
army unleashed a massive general 
offensive along the entire north- 
ern front today and attacked des- 
perately in an attempt to get their 
southern drive rolling again. 

All the 120-mile battle perim- 
eter from Masan on the south- 


west to Pohang-on the northeast 
expléded into action. 

The northern power drive 
gained nearly two miles against 
the United States First Cavalry 
Division near Waegwan, 12 miles 
northwest of the American supply 
base of Taegu. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Hal Boyle reported the Reds were 
within 12 miles of Taegu. Their 
main blow came down the road 
from Seoul—a macadam highway 
known to the troops as the “bowl- 
ing alley.” 

American officers have listed 
the Waegwan-Taegu corridor as 
the Reds’ No. 1 route for a push 
on the lifeline port of Pusan, 55 
air miles southeast of Taegu. 

Where First Cavalry Attacked. 

It is the sector where First 
Cavalry troops opened an attack 
Saturday seeking to seize three 
vital heights. Intelligence officers 
explained at that time the move 
was to forestall a major Red of- 
fensive there. 

The Reds’ general attack in the 
north extended from Waegwan 
eastward 55 ‘air miles to the east 
coast above Pohang. A United 
States Eighth Army communique 
this morning said the United Na- 
tions line was “generally holding 
firm.” But it listed the 3500-yard 
loss near Waegwan. 

The communique also said the 
Reds had seized high ground south 
of Kigye, nine miles northwest of 


Pohang. This high ground domi- 


nates a highway from Pohang to 
Taegu. 

On the west and south, where 
50,000 Reds opened an offensive 
Thursday midnight which was 
stalled by Saturday, the Reds re- 
grouped today and resumed their 
attack at the south end. 

This punch was aimed at the 
hard-fighting United States Twen- 


ty-fifth Division defending Masan 
and Pusan. 


Marine Reinforcements. 

On the right flank of the 
Twenty-fifth, American marines 
reinforced a counter-attack being 
made by the United States Sec- 
ond Infantry Division. American 
forces are trying to eliminate a 
deep Communist penetration. 

When the 50,000 Reds opened 
their west and southern offensive, 
they massed their _ greatest 
strength near the confluence of 
the Nam and Naktong rivers, 
swung northeast against the 
United States Second Infantry Di- 
vision, rolled the Americans back 
eight and one half miles and cap- 
tured the town of Yongsan. 

Saturday, the Second Division 
recaptured Yongsan. Today, bol- 
stered by the First Marine Bri- 
gade, the Second Division 
launched an attack along its en- 
tire 25-mile front, aimed at driv- 
ing the Reds back across the 
Naktong. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Don Huth said the marines 
pushed ahead more than a quar- 
ter of a mile in the first hour of 
the drive. Marihe tanks were in 
support,

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
RATING ADVANCED 
T0 THIRD CLASS 


Steps Studied for Lifting 
It to Second Grade, 
Highest Possible for 
Major City, 


An advance in the rating of the . 
city’s fire fighting facilities from 
fourth class to third class as the 
result of a recent survey by the 
National Board of Fire Under- 
writers was announced yesterday 
by Mayor Joseph M. Darst. 

The survey was made last fall 
and last winter by engineering ex- 
perts of the Underwriters Board 
at the request of the Mayor. He 
said that the city is close to ob- 
taining a second class rating 
which was the highest can be at- 
tained by any major city. 

Thirty-five recommendations in 
an earlier report by the Under- 
writers are being studied by de- 
partment heads for the purpose 
of putting them in effect and 
bond issue improvement items, 
when constructed, will provide 
the city with the higher rating, 
he said. 

These items include construc- 
tion of a new engine house in the 
southwestern section of the city, 
construction of a new fire alarm 
headquarters, placing of all alarm 
circuits underground, improve- 
ments to the city’s water supply 
system, and construction of a new 
training school. 


The Mayor said all these items 
had been placed high on the city’s 
construction agenda. 

Ratings by the underwriters 
are on the basis of cities receiv- 
ing fewer of the 5000 deficiency 
points on fire fighting facilities. 
Cities with less than 500 defici- 
ency points are rated as first 
class; with 501 to 1000 deficiency 
points, second class; with 1001 
ito 1500 deficiency points, third 
class; with 1501 to 2000 deficiency 
points, fourth class. 

St. Louis had a total of 1104 
deficiency points, being within 104 
points of obtaining second class 
ratings. 

It reczived 452 deficiency points 
on shortcomings in its water sys- 
tem, most of which will be cor- 
rected by the contemplated new 
construction; 201 for others in the 
fire department in general, most 
of which will be corrected by the 
contemplated construction and an

Truman recently rebuked Navy 
Secretary Francis P. Matthews 
for talking in this vein, and Gen. 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air Force 
chief of staff, yesterday an- 
nounced the suspension of Maj. 
Gen. Orvil A. Anderson, comman- 
dant of the Air War college, for 
putting: forward similar views. 

“If Russia refuses to enter into 
the spirit of international co- 
operation for peace, then we 
would have our final answer and 
could be governed accordingly,” 
McClellan said. “Under such con- 
ditions, I would favor our firing 
the first shot in a war that then 
would be inevitable.”

Not only are August applica- 
tions expected to total more than 
10,000 above July but officials 
predict a new record will be es- 
tablished in September. 

This seeming paradox in Gov- 
ernment lending policy is attribu- 
ted to the fact that VA lending 
operations have beén only slightly 
affected by the President's di- 
rective. VA financing is still the 
most liberal available anywhere. 

Officials believe, however, that 
the volume will drop off some- 
what as the new regulations be- 
come fully effective. 

The national housing council 
reports that federal housing ad- 
ministration lending is already be- 
ginning to taper off. It says that 
both VA and FHA will begin to 
reduce substantially their hous- 
ing financing activities starting 
this fall. 

Meanwhile, the National Asso- 
ciation of Home Builders is giv- 
ing its membership this advice: 

“We can assure you that it is the 
wish of the White House and the 
President’s closest housing advis- 
ers that builders do not abandon 
plans for next winter’s and next 
spring’s construction, but rather 
proceed in a sensible though cau- 
tious fashion, recognizing diffi- 
culties ahead but maintaining a 
good volume of employment and 
Production. . 


As of Aug. 25, 7500 units com- 
prising 37 projects in 30 cities 
were underway. Contracts for an- 
other 2000 already have been 
awarded and other projects are 
nearing the construction stage. 

New York City is leading the 
list on public housing. PHA re- 
ports that New York authorities 
have put 1598 units into produc- 
tion and another 440 will be 
started this month. 

Other leading cities are: St. 
Louis 704 units; Bridgeport, 
Conn., 504; Boston, 508; and De- 
rail 462.

Several proposals similar to this 
have been introduced in Con- 


gress, according to Earl Bumil- 
ler, president of the Home Build- 
ers, who also called attention to 
the fact that men going into 
service, or being recalled to‘ ac- 
tive duty, are afforded the same 
protection on home purchases as 
was given to World War II vet- 
erans, 

The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil 
Relief Act, which protects servi 
men against mortgage foreclo- 
sures, is still in effect, and ap- 
plies to men now going into serv- 
ice, according to Bumiller. In 
general, the Act provides that 
homes of service men may not be 
foreclosed except by leave of the 
courts, and that the courts may 
stop foreclosure unless the abili- 
ty of a defendant to meet his 
mortgage is not materially af- 
fected by reason of his military 
service. 

In short, Bumiller added. the 
Civil Relief Act énables the serv- 
ice man temporarily to suspend 
his regular mortgage payments 
while in service, thus protecting 
him against loss of his home be- 
= he answered his country’s 
call. 

“Military-age buyers are not 
generally hesitating to purchase 
homes,” said Bumiller, “and mili- 
tary-age and other buyers regard 
new homes as a good hedge 
against inflation.” 

“It is almost a foregone con- 
clusion,” said Rime Dusard., chaire 
man of the Home Builders legis- 
lative committee, “that the G.I 
Bill of Rights, under which World 
War II veterans were enabled to 
buy homes, will be extended to 
those who serve in the Korean 
conflict. Already 14 bills have 
been introduced in Congress to 
authorize this action.”

Nevertheless, long and leisurely 
weeks of the fall season are a 
boom to gardeners in this area. 

Many favorite plants enjoy au- 
tumn weather. Although roses 
are not as numerous as in spring- 
time, their fall coloring is inten- 
sified. Refurbished annuals, like 
zinnias, spapdragons and mari- 
golds, are clothed in brighter 
hues. Short days and cool nights 
also add flavor to garden. vege- 
tables, so that beans, lettuce, broc- 
coli, and even turnips are succu- 
lent and crisp. 

For most trees, shrubs and per- 
ennials, fall is the preferred 
planting season. Among flowers 
priority goes to the Madonna 
lily, which is best transplanted in 
August or early September. This 
bulb should go into the ground 
as quickly as possible, since it is 
never really dormant. 

Although the Madonna lily can 
stand some overhead shade, it 
prefers an airy, sunny spot. This 
plant likes a porous, open soil 
without too much humus, for it is 
fussier about texture than fertili- 
ty. Good drainage is so important 
that experts recommend either a 
raised bed or one planted on a 
southern slope. It is advisable to 
buy the more expensive seed- 
grown bulbs, such as those of the 
Cascade strain, for they are free 
from the virus of deadly lily 
mosaic. ~ 

September is also a favorable 
planting time for the oriental 
poppy. Although this perennial 
may be temperamental if set out 
in spring, it can be moved with 
ease during its summer rest pe- 
riod, or after growth has started 
again in the fall. The poppy has 
an aversion to soggy soil, for 
crown rot is its only serious 
enemy. Give this plant a sunny 
spot in a well drained bed, how- 
ever, and it is one of the most 
accommodating of perennials. 
The thick, fleshy root of the 
poppy should be planted so that 
the crown is about ‘three inches 
below the surface of the .soil. 
Cover with a light soil mixture, 
mounding it slightly, to allow for 
settling. Add a two-inch layer of 
rough compost or other airy 
‘mulching material, taking care to 
‘keep the mulch from covering the 


poppy leaves. 


ties of oriental poppies in delight- 
ful shades that range from white 
and palest pink to deep, deep 
red. These perennials may be 
grown from seed, but seedlings, 
to be sure, will not come true to 
the parent plant. Mrs. Samuel W. 
Fordyce, who grows poppies by 
the hundreds in her garden, has 
a fine collection of her own seed- 
lings. She also propagates plants 
from root cuttings, and says that 
this is a very easy way to in- 
crease this plant. 

To make root cuttings, lift a 
plant, cut off roots about six 
inches below the crown, and then 
reset the poppy again. If the op- 
eration is performed with care 
the parent plant will not be 
harmed, although it may be re- 
tarted a bit. 


The thickest part of the ampu- 
tated root should make one or 
two six-inch cuttings. Plant each 
one upright, taking care to keep 
it right side up. Cover with three 
—_ of soil and mulch, to pre- 
vent heaving. Cut the remaining 
small sections of root into two or 
three-inch pieces and plant hori- 
zontally in a seed bed or cold 
frame. 

One-half inch of soil will be 
sufficient covering. Be sure to 
label the root cuttings just as 
soon as they are planted, for it 
will beeseveral weeks before the 
first green shoots appear. 

Early fall is also the preferred 
season for making rose cuttings. 
Climbers and floribundas are 
usually easiest to root, but hy- 
brid teas may be propagated 
without much difficulty. 

Mrs. Hazel Knapp, green-thumb 
horticulturist who lives on 
Bowles road, St. Louis County, 
scores almost 100 per cent with 
rose cuttings. She prefers to use 
healthy young side shoots that 
grow from mature, year-old wood. 

“I pull the shoot off, to make 
a heel cutting,” she explains. “I 
strip off the bottom leaves, trim 
loose bark from the end of the 
cutting, so that it is rather squar- 
ish, and then dip it in rooting 
powder. 

“The next step is to make a 
hole in a small irish potato with 
an ice pick. Move the pick around 
a bit, so that the pulp is a little 
mushy. Put the cutting into the 
potato and plant it, potato and 
all, in a protected spot. Push la- 
bels into the ground beside the 
cuttings, and then cover each one 
with a mason jar.” 

The potato helps to keep the 


cutting from drying out, Mrs. 
Knapp says, and it probably sup- 
plies food as well. At any rate, 
many potato-fed cuttings from 
last fall are blooming this sea- 
son, and some two-year-olds are 
fine, husky plants.

UNIT IN FIRST REUNION 


Members of 70th General 
Hospital Discuss Possibility 
of Reactivation. 


The first reunion of the St. 
Louis University Medical Unit, 
which served in World War II as 
the Seventieth General Hospital, 
began yesterday at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, exactly seven years to the 
day after the unit landed in Oran, 
North Africa, for its first combat 
assignment. 

Much of the talk among those 
who gathered yesterday for a 
cocktail party was of the possi- 
bility of the unit being reacti- 
vated during the present emer- 
gency. However, no indication of 
any such action has been given 
by the Surgeon General. 

The Seventieth General was ac- 
tivated late in 1942 after 52 fac- 
ulty members of St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine had 
| volunteered as a group. The unit 
‘served 15 months in the African 
theater before moving to Italy in 
November 1944, for another 14 
months. 

Dr. Victor Scherman, assistant 
professor of clinical surgery, re- 
| called the unit’s closest brush 
| with disaster. In December 1944, 
the hospital for almost a week 
was in danger of being cut off 
by the enemy’ in a sudden break- 
through near Pistoia, Italy. Al- 
‘though less than seven miles from 
the front, considered very close. 
for a general hospital, the unit 
stood its ground. 

Two months later, in February 
1945, the Tenth Mountain Divi- 
sion opened the last phase of the 
Italian campaign by attacking 
Mount Belvedere, south of Bolog- 
na. The Seventieth General again 
was at the front, and took prac- 
tically all the wounded from this

Over Constitutional : Civilian 


Authority of the President 


Volunteered Statements by Gen. MacArthur 
on Formosa, Navy Secretary Matthews on 
“Preventive War’ on Russia and Congressional 
Action on Loan to Franco Have Seriously Im- 
paired Truman’s Ability to Act.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2. 


N foreign relations this week, the United States behaved like the man who 


mounted his horse and rode off in all directions. It was a bitter dose for the 


free world, for that world was presnted with the spectacle of a series of 
violent and vociferous quarrels within the highest ranks of the free world’s most 
powerful | member—the free world’s only member which can possibly hope to 
prevent Soviet Russia from taking over the whole ‘‘great globe itself.’’ 


Communists all over the world rejoiced. Free men everywhere, and men 


who hope to be free, were dismayed. 

Quarrels within the Government broke out 
into the open this week on three of the most 
difficult, delicate and dangerous issues 
which confront the United States in its for- 
eign relations—Formosa, Spain and the idea 
of “preventive war” against Russia. 


At the same time, both major political 
parties have now proclaimed that they plan 
to make American policy in the Far East an 
issue in the election campaign this fall, thus 
insuring that national unity will be further 
strained. 


Basic Factor in Differences, 
Military or Civilian Control. 


Differences of various sorts divided the 
‘antagonists. One basic difference was com- 
mon to all the quarrels, however. This dif- 
ference was on the question whether the 
military or the civilians are to control] foreign 
policy. 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur, Supreme Com- 
mander for the Allies in the Pacific and 
Commander of United Nations’ forces fight- 
ing in Korea, took a position on Formosa 
which was in startling opposition to. Presi- 
dent Truman’s announced policy. 

Secretary of the Navy Francis P. Matthews 
made a speech advocating a preventive war 
on Russia, also contrary to established 
policy. 

Congress, acting partly, if not largely, on 
the urgings of the armed forces, voted a loan 
to Spain to which both President Truman 
and Secretary of State Acheson had strongly, 
publicly and repeatedly objected. 

At the end of the week it was still un- 
certain how the issue of military vs. civil- 
ian supremacy would be settled. 

President Truman was attempting to as- 
sert his constitutional authority to conduct 
American foreign relations. He had 

. cracked down on the rebellious military 
and on the Cabinet ministers allied with the 
military. 

Friday night the Chief Executive took 
to the airwaves with a broadcast designed 
partly, if not largely, to repair the dam- 
age. Without naming either MacArthur or 
Matthews, Truman explicitly restated the 
policies they had challenged. At week’s 
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end the generals and the admirals had not 
succeeded in imposing their will on the 
White House. 

But neither had the President succeeded 
in imposing his will on the military and 
their secretaries. 

Outwardly, the armed forces were main- 
taining the formally correct position that 
they are only the servants of the duly consti- 
tuted civilian authorities and, in particular, 
of the President. The armed forces usually 
do maintain this position publicly, within 
broad limits. 


Military Unconvinced, Unrepentant, 
Continue to Agitate for Changes. 


Inwardly, however, they were unconvinced 
and unrepentant, and they continued, al- 
though somewhat more guardedly, to agitate 
in favor of the policies which the President 
has denounced, and to denounce policies 
which the President has proclaimed, and to 
engage in much the same kind of criticism 
of their civilian opponents in general as 
before, 

On Formosa and Spain, moreover, the mili- 
tary were enthusiastically encouraged by 
highly vocal elements in both parties in Con- 
gress and throughout the country, and per- 
haps especially by Republicans. 

Thus while the military have not won— 
at least not yet—neither have they lost. 
They have, indeed, achieved one notable 
success, from their own particular point of 
view, for they have seriously impaired the 
ability of the President to formulate and 
conduct any foreign policy of which they 
disapprove, or, indeed, any foreign policy 
at all. 


The MacArthur incident was the most 
spectacular of the week, partly because Mac- 
Arthur himself is such a spectacular person 
and partly because partisan and other pas- 
sions run so high on Far East questions. 

The General’s statement on Formosa im- 
pinged on a particularly difficult and delicate 
world-policy problem. The United States is 
acting alone in Formosa. It has no United 
Nations sanction there and would have no 
sure allies in any conflict which might arise. 
Indeed, some of America’s principal friends 
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and associates in world affairs have been an- 
noyed and even alarmed by Washington’s 
attempt to neutralize Formosa. These other 
friendly nations feel that the American inter- 
vention involves the risk of spreading the 
Far Eastern conflict, and that it does so on a 
confused and irrelevant issue on which, 
moreover, they disagree with the United 
States. . 

This country’s action in Formosa is clearly 
one-sided, in this view, because its practical 
effect is to balk the Chinese Communists and 
to protect Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
Several free nations have recognized the 
Conimunist regime in China, and most, if not 
all, of them think Chiang and his Kuomin- 
tang are completely discredited and almost 
certainly doomed to destruction. 

Several free Governments friendly to the 
United States thus feel that the American 
intervention in Formosa exposes them to the 
risk of having to fight a war they do not 
want for reasons of which they do not 
approve. 

Several such governments have also won- 
dered if perhaps the United States might not 
have long-range selfish ambitions in Formosa 
—a desiré for a permanent privileged posi- 
tion in the island. 

The Communists, for their part, have 
trumpeted the charge that in- Formosa, as 
elsewhere, the United States is ruthless, ag- 
gressive, self-seeking and imperialistic. 


Infinitely Delicate, Painstakirig 
Attempt to Mend Rift With Allies. 


American diplomacy has been engaged in 
an infinitely delicate and painstaking at- 
tempt to repair this rift in America’s rela- 
tions with its Allies and to disprove the 
Communist propaganda. It has been trying 
to win the sympathy of other U.N. members 
for American policy on Formosa and, if pos- 
sible, to win U.N. formal support and co- 
operation. The United States has been trying 
to convince the U.N. that American interven- 
tion in Formosa is animated by altruistic and 
honorable motives and that America is, in 
fact, acting in the interests of the U.N. itself. 

Both President Truman and Secretary of 
State Acheson restated and reaffirmed this 
week the official American justification for 
the attempt to neutralize Formosa. 

Reduced to essentials, this justification 


- < consists of seven principal points. These are: 


1. The United States is innocent of the 
Communist charge of “encroachment” and 
“aggression” in Formosa. 

2. The United States has no selfish, ul- 
terior motives in its action. 

3. Nor does the American intervention 
constitute a one-sided favoring of Chiang 
Kai-shek. It is, on the contrary, “an im- 
partial neutralizing action.”

Some of MacArthur’s utterances had an 
undeniably martial ring, as MacArthur’s ut- 
terances are apt to do. He said, for example, 
that the whole Pacific must be an American 
“moat.” America’s “strategic frontier’. has 
shifted “to embrace the entire Pacific 
Ocean,” he declared, and Formosa is an es- 
sential link in an “island chain” from which 
“we can dominate with air power every Asi- 
atic port from Vladivostok to Singapore.” 

The General said nothing whatever about 
America’s purposes in Formosa being impar- 
tial, nothing about their being temporary and 
relatively little about their being altruistic. 

On the contrary, MacArthur’s central argu- 
ment was that America’s own national mili- 
tary interests must determine American pol- 
icy on Fo sa and that this policy must be 
to prevent “a hostile power’—that is, Com- 
munist rE ee controlling the island. 
The United States itself must control For- 
mosa, MacArthur argued, with the clear im- 
plication that America must control it, not 
temporarily, but permanently. 


General’s Strong Language Hit 
Truman, Acheson and Others. 


Finally, the General paid his respects to 
those who differ with him on Formosa in 
terms scarcely calculated to endear to them 
either himself or his country. He said they 
are ignorant of the Orient, that their argu- 
ments are “fallacious and threadbare,” char- 
acterized by “hypocrisy and sophistry,” and 
that the persons so characterized have un- 
fortunately “confused and deluded” many 
people “distant from the actual scene.” 

These compliments apply, among others, to 
President Truman and his views, Secretary 
of State Acheson and his, and a considerable 
number of persons of consequence in the 
Government of the United States. 

They also apply to the governments and 
policies of several of America’s closest 
friends and allies in the community of na- 
tions, whose support and co-operation the 
United States is now engaged in trying to 
enlist. 

The White House obtained an advance 
press copy of this statement. Since the ef- 
fects of MacArthur’s pronouncements were 
predictable, President Truman ordered the 
statement withdrawn, but the President was 
too late and the statement was published 
anyway. 

The outcome of this difference between 
the General and his Commander-in-Chief is, 
accordingly, a draw. The Commander-in- 
Chief formally asserted his authority and the 
General formally deferred to it, but the Gen- 
eral retains his command, and his views have 
received even wider circulation and attention 
than they could have done otherwise. 

The Communists have redoubled their 
charges that the armed forces dominate 
American policy. 


Matthews’s Speech—Disavowals 
Could Not Undo Damage Done. 


The impact of MacArthur's intervention on 
the Formosan question has been all the 
greater because it came so closely on the 
heels of Navy Secretary Matthews’s advocacy 
of preventive war. Speaking Aug. 25 in Bos- 
ton at the sesquicentennial of the naval ship- 
yard there, Matthews said, among other 
things: 

“We should boldly proclaim our undext- 
able objective to be a world at peace. To 
have peace we should be willing te pay 
any price, even the price of instituting a 
war to compel co-operation for peace. ... 
(This) is a course to which we will be 
compelled to dedicate our total and ulti- 
mate resources. From no other course can 
there be effected the salvation of the free 
world. ’ 

“They would brand our- program as im- 
perialistic aggression. We could accept 
that slander with complacency, for the im- 
plementation of a strong, affirmative, 
peace-seeking policy, though it cast us in 
a character new te a democracy—an initia- 
ter of a war of aggression—would win for 
us a proud and popular title—we could 
become the first aggressors for peace.” 

Reactions were swift both at home and 
abroad. Abroad, Communists pounced on the 
new “proof’” Matthews had provided that 
the United States was plotting aggression. 
Friends and allies were appalled, and said so. 
At home, both the White House and the 
State Department disavowed Matthews. He 
had not cleared his speech at either place, 
they said, and it did not represent American 
policy. 

“The United States Government does a 
favor instituting a war of apy kind,” the 
State Department declared.

At his press conference Thursday, 
the President was asked about Gen. 
MacArthur’s undelivered message to 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars on For- 
mosa. That.was a closed incident, said 
the President. , 

He also was asked whether Defense 
Secretary Johnson’s continuance in of- 
fice was embarrassing. Johnson is re- 
ported to be not unsympathetic to the 
idea of “preventive war” on Russia. 
“Have you been embarrassed by John- 
son?” a reporter asked. The President 
said he had not. “Do you contemplate 
any change in the Defense Secretary’s 
job?” pursued the reporter. The Pres- 
ident unsmilingly said no. 

The President’s sharpest statement 
on Russia was made in his special mes- 
sage of last July 29: 

“The free world has made it clear, 
through the United Nations, that law- 
less aggression will be met with force. 

. This is the significance of Korea 
—and it-is a significance whose im- 
portance cannot be overestimated... . 
I am sure that those who have it in 
their power to unleash or withhold acts 
of armed aggression must realize that 
new acts of aggression in the world 
today might. well strain to the breaking. 
point the fabric of world peace.” 

That is vastly different from what 
Navy Secretary Matthews urged at Bos- 
ton—a “preventive war” against Russia 
—that Americans be “aggressors for

There are still further differences on 
Spain, in addition to the dispute between the 
generals and admirals on the one side and 
the civilians on the other. The armed forces, 
however, supply important elements favoring 
Franco, if they are not the most important, 
and they are also among the mbdst active 
lobbyists in his behalf on Capitol Hill, It is 
their influence as much as any other which 
has resulted in a vote by Congress directing 
the Export-Import Bank to lend Spain 
$62,500,000. 

The Senate was the first of the two cham- 
bers to vote the loan. Its bill provided that 
Franco receive $100,000,000. Both President 
Truman and Secretary Acheson denounced 
the proposed loan. Congress, however, had 
the bit in its teeth, the armed forces spurring 
it on, and it heeded the military spur, not the 
civilian rein. Truman threatened to impound 
the funds for the Spanish loan, if Congress 
voted them, but the legislative branch’s only 
response was a condescending, if not con- 


'temptuous, cutting of the loan’s amount and 


its triumphant passage by both Houses. 

All in all, the week has been richly remi- 
niscent of the old adage that the foreign 
policy of the United States is to have no 
foreign policy.

It has inevitable 
implications, and contributes to 
order or disorder, in 
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Truman at His Best 


In his report to the people on the Korean 
war, Harry S. Truman, more than ever before, 
approached one of the wartime fireside talks of 
his famous predecessor in the White House. 

To hear Mr. Truman was to believe almost 
instinctively that here was the President of all 
the people speaking. There was not the least of 
partisanship in it. The next election might have 
been two years away instead of only two months. 

What the man from Independence said was 
simple and sympathetic. Every sentence sound- 
ed sincere and each was clearly understandable 
as he spoke it. Translators for the Voice of 
America should have had little trouble in put- 
ting the President’s direct words into the many 
languages which carriéd it to the Russians, 
the Chinese and to other people behind the Iron 
Curtain or in Asia. 

Mr. Truman made crystal clear why Ameri- 
cans are fighting in Korea along with the heroic 
native defenders of the Republic which the 
Communists invaded. It is because the United 
States believes in peace and in freedom for all 
peoples. It is because, in a world as small as 
this one has become, none-is secure from 
military aggression if any can be trampled at a 
dictator’s will. 

. - ¢ 


The matters of greatest interest naturally were 
plans for the armed forces and for economic and 
other wartime controls. Inevitably each citizen 
thinks in some degree at least of how the de- 
fense preparations will influence his own life. 

Here the President was particularly straight- 
forward. The rough total of about 1,500,000 
men and women on active duty will be doubled. 
If this increase is not enough, more will go into 
the military forces. 

‘But this is only one part of the effort. Pro- 
duction of armament for ourselves and our allies 
ageinst aggression must rise quickly. Stockpil- 
ing of essential materials must be greatly in- 
creased. All this means changes in the living 
of every last citizen—denials, restrictions and 
harder work. Grimmer days are ahead for all. 

Yet as the President showed, there is much 
that should cheer those who must make the 
sacrifices. We do have the ability and the 
means. Our industry and our agriculture are 
strong. Production is high and we have the 
experience of World War II in converting. 


But strongest of all is our great moral posi- 
tion. After World War I, we failed in our 
responsibility to peace. The League of Nations 
withered and fell by the way. This time we not 
only took the lead in creating‘ the United 
Nations, but we upheld it to the fullest when 
the first test came. As a consequence, the 
nations of the world, nearly all of them, are 
with us. Although we, along with the South 
Koreans, have been the main defenders thus 
far, much air and sea help has come from other 
nations and now the ground troops are begin- 
ning to arrive. There has been so little change 
in the lines in recent weeks, that it may well be, 
as Mr. Truman says, the invasion has reached 
its peak. 
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This is all the more reason for the President 
to appeal as he did, to the Chinese, as old 
friends of the Americans, to keep themselves 
out of the Korean war. The stabilization of the 
beachhead is cause also to emphasize again that 
our Formosan policy is to neutralize Formosa, 
not to bolster up Chiang. Above all, it is rea- 
son—though none was needed—to repudiate 
unequivocally the contradictory idea of “aggres- 
sive war for peace” which many military men 
talk and Secretary of the Navy Matthews openly 
espoused. 

Mr. Truman’s report puts the record straight, 
but it leaves the seriously offending Secretary 
in his high post. As long as Francis Matthews 
stays in the Defense Department, he will be 
there as an official silenced and disavowed. Far 
better for him, for the Administration and for 
the country’s defense effort for him to return 
to private status. 

Harry Truman was at his best in this report 
to the people. A heavy load of responsibility 
rests on this plain Missourian. One way to 
discharge it is for him to talk earnestly and 
calmly to the country as he did Friday night.

Up to Senator Lucas 


Is it possible that the Democratic Policy Com- . 


mittee is willing to see Congress adjourn without 
action in the Senate on the bills to admit 
Alaska and Hawaii to statehood? That seems to 
be the present intent, though it would mean an 
indefensible waste in time and effort in this 
Congress. 

The bills to admit these territories to the 
Union have passed the House.- They have been 
reported favorably by the Senate Committee on 
Interior and Insular Affairs. Both national 
party platforms in 1948 urged admission, the 
Democratic platform going so far as to use the 
word ediate.” President Truman repeatedly 
called for admission. The’ Conference of Gov- 
ernors is on record to welcome two new states. 
Majority Leader Lucas said he would schedule a 
vote in the Senate. Yet now the bills appear 
to be shelved. 


If so, they should be taken down from the 
shelf and the man to take them down is Scott 
Lucas of Illinois. Senator Lucas and every 
other member of Congress who seeks re-election 
should do so on the best possible record he can 
compile. Passage of the bills to admit Hawaii 
and Alaska would be historic at any time and 
all the more so now.

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A Bell for Freedom 


_ A unique crusade in the name of freedom 


augurated by a speech over four radio networks 
by Gen. Eisenhower. 

To symbolize the Crusade for Freedom a 
“Freedom Bell” will be taken on a tour of 
American cities, including St. Louis, during the 
next six weeks, and it will be hung in Berlin 
on United Nations day, Oct. 24, as a permanent 
token from the West of the freedom all men 
cherish. 

Small contributions from individuals during 
the American tour will be used to finance pri- 
vate radio broadcasts to Europe which, like the 
State Department’s Voice of America, will speak 
up and out for democracy. It is hoped to ex- 
pand Radio Free Europe, already operated by 
the National Committee for a Free Europe, into 
as many as eight stations broadcasting to East- 
ern Europe and eventually to Asia. : 

Chairman of the Crusade for Freedom is Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, with Gen. Leif J. Sverdrup of 
St. Louis as regional chairman for Missouri and 
Kansas. The National Committee for a Free 
Europe, which sponsors the crusade, is headed 
by the former Ambassador, Joseph C. Grew. 

The Freedom Bell was designed by Walter 
Teague and cast in Croyden, England. It is 
bronze, eight feet high, and weighs 10 tons. On 
it are five figures representing the five races 
of mankind passing the torch of freedom. Around 
the base is an inscription paraphrasing Lincoln's 
words at Gettysburg: “That this world under 
God shall have a new birth of freedom.” 

Through the freedom bell and through the 
radio stations it will help finance, every Amey- 
ican can say what is in his heart to everyone 
who is free and determined to remain free, or 
who is slave and determined not to remain so. 
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Freedom for the Indians? 

The American Indian is on the conscience of 
most of us because we believe that, on the whole, 
the story of the $24 sale of Manhattan Island 
does epitomize the red man’s treatment by the 
white. Hence there has long been strong sup- 
port for federal protection of the Indian; and 
there is concern now because the House has 
adopted a resolution looking toward an end of 
this responsibility. 

John Collier, former Indian commissioner, con- 
demns the resolution as an effort to get rid of 
“the Government’s sundry obligations to the 
tribal and individual Indians.” He believes that 
their affairs will be brought under state laws 
which would permit the rather speedy acquisi- 
tion of Indian lands by white speculators in oil, 
cattle, timber and what not. This would mean 
exploitation and the end of tribal solidarity. 
More than ever, the Indian would become a 
member of an economically depressed and prob- 
ably disappearing minority. 

The House resolution, of course, does not do 
all this at one fell swoop. It does direct the 


straint. So far ag political rights are concerned, 
much can be said for it..

If I were to name the two polar stars 
which guide and direct the aspirations of 
labor, I would call them “Status” and ‘“‘Se- 
curity.”

At the 
University of Chicago, studies are being 
made which indicate that an increase in 
a worker’s psychic 
satisfactions, that is, 
the feeling on his 
part that he is not 
simply a nameless, 
mindless cog in the 
wheel, has done 
much to relieve ten- 
sions and— what is 
especially significant 
to management— 
increase production. 

The other, which 
I have called the 
“struggle for secur- 
ity,” is reflected in 
the current demands 
of unions that strict. 
attention must be paid to the worker 
when—as Walther Reuther puts it—“he is 
too old to work and too young to die.” 

Now the struggle for status is not a new 
phenomenon. Long before there was a 
single factory built or a labor union organ- 
ized, man was trying to invest himself in 
the robe of human dignity. Today, when 
the machine has made automatic and re- 
petitive what used to be the object of 
proud and careful craftsmanship, the need 
is even greater. % 

I can recall when I used to bore holes 
in the wooden running boards at Stude- 
baker’s in South Bend, Ind. I rebelled 
against the monotony of this highly repeti- 
tive job, And in the days of the sit-downs

HE chapter and verse record of Soviet Russia’s lone wolf role 
in the postwar world as compiled by the staff of the House | 
Foreign Affairs Committee makes dismal reading for any who 


may still cherish the notion that the way to settle differences 
between Russia and the free world is to hold another conference. 
The impact of bringing together in one volume the complete 
record causes the reader to question whether any treaty, agreement, 
or understanding with Communist Russia is worth more than the 


Paper it is written on. 


The 54-page booklet bears the 
innocuous title, “Background In- 
formation on the Soviet Union in 
International . Relations.” It 
described more adequately in a 
brief foreword by Chairman John 
Kee of the committee, who writes 
that it “indicates some of the 
main currents of Soviet policy, 
such as treaty violations, obstruc- 
tion in the solution of interna- 
tional problems, 
expansion.” : 

Much of it sets out the Russian 
undertakings in one column and 
in a parallel column the Russian 
violation of those undertakings. 
The word “treaty” is used loosely, 
including such agreements as for- 
mal treaties, and such commit- 
ments as were entered into at 
Cairo, Yalta and Potsdam, or even 
exchange of notes by our Secre- 
tary of State and Russia’s Foreign 
Minister. 

No Count of How Many Times. 

Not even the authors have at- 
tempted to specify how many 
times Russia has breached an 
agreement, bagause in some in- 
stances a single action may violate 
several agreements; in others the 
pattern of violation is repetitious, 
so that a series of acts could be 
regarded as a breach of one agree- 
ment. In other cases, Russia is 
charged with “indirect” violation | 
of agreements, through the satel- 
lite nations it has dominated be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. 

Of immediate interest is the 
gection which deals with Korea, 
promised independence in the 
Cairo Declaration of 1943, to 
which Russia was not a party. 
Here, and elsewhere in this ac- 
count, the committee’s recital of

In view of the stalling tactics 
of Jacob Malik as presiding offi- 
cer of the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council for the month of Au- 
gust, it may be well to turn next 
to the long section of the report 
dealing with Russia and the 
United Nations. 

The report recalls that Russia 
+has cast 43 of the 44 vetoes in the 
Security Council, and that no 
other permanent member of the 
Security Council, except France, 
has exercised that privilege. 

There is a long history of how 
the veto provision came to be 
written into the United Nations 
charter. The report quotes from 
a Four Power statement of June 
7, 1945, in which Russia joined 
with the United States, the United 
Kingdom and China to assure the 
smaller nations that “. .. It is 
not to be assumed that the per- 
manent members would use their 


the operation of the council.” 
From this the committee con- 
cludes that it was understood the 
veto would be used sparingly, and 
only in connection with the most 
important issues. “Unfortunate- 
ly,” the report adds, “this ex- 
pectation has not come to pass.” 
It recalls a proposal of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in April 1949, 
recommending to: the permanent 
members of the Security Council, 
in order to avoid destroying. its 
effectiveness, that they should at 
least consult together on impor- 
tant decisions facing the Council 
and exercise the veto only when 
they consider the question to be 
one of vital importance “taking 
into account the interests of the 
United Nations as a whole” and 


“Every effort to give effect to 
this provision has been thwarted 
by the U.S.S.R. North of the thir- 
ty-eighth parallel, which has be- 
come part of the Iron Curtain, 
the Soviet Union established a 
Communist regime. This aggres- 
sor regime has lived as it was 
created, in complete defiance of 
the United Nations.” 


“The Soviet Union and the 
United States agreed to re-es- 
tablish movement of persons, 
motor, rail and coastwise ship- 
ping between the zones of North 
and South Korea.” 

“The Soviet command in North 
Korea has since 1946 refused to 
discuss or implement the agree- 
ments reached on these matters.” 

“The Moscow Agreement pro- 
vided for consultation by the 
joint United States and U.S.S.R. 
commission with ‘Korean demo- 
cratic parties and social organi- 
zations’ in the preparation of 
proposals for the formation of a 
provisional Korean  govern- 
ment.” 

“The U.S.S.R. delegation on the 
joint cothmission consistently re- 
fused to allow such consultation 
“except under unilateral interpre- 
tations of the phrase ‘democratic 
parties and social organizations,’ 
which, in each case, would ex- 
clude all but pro-Soviet groups.” 


“The joint United States and 
U.S.S.R. commission agreed to 
consult with political groups 
‘truly demecratic in their aims 
and methods’ who would declare 
their willingness to ‘uphold the 
aims of the Moscow decision,’ 
and ‘abide by the decisions of 
the joint commission in the for- 
mation of a provisional Korean 
government.’ ” 


“The U.S.S.R. delegation re- 
fused to consult with groups ad- 
hering to communique No. 5 
(quoted above) if representatives 
of the group had ever expressed 
opposition to the provision plac- 
ing Korea under the period of 
trusteeship envisaged ih the Mos- 
cow agreement.” 


“A signature of communique 
‘No. 5 will be accepted as a 
declaration of good faith and 
will make the signatory party 
or organization eligible for 
consultation by the Joint Com- 
mission.” 

“The U.S.S.R. delegation re- 
_ fused to adhere to the agreement. 
. . » Despite the signature of 
communique No. 5, assurances of 
co-operation with the commission, 
and a pledge to refrain from 
fomenting or instigating active 
opposition, the U.S.S.R. delega- 
tion unilaterally asserted that 
members of a so-called anti- 
trusteeship committee could not 
be consulted by the Joint Com- 
mission.”

“The Soviet Union has declined 
to agree to forbear from exer- 
cising its veto in connection with 
decisions on pacific settlement of 
disputes and the admission of 
new members to the United Na- 
tions.” 

The report enumerates the cir- 
cumstances in which a veto has 
been employed. The sentence 
which appears repeatedly in this 
summary is: “The negative vote 
of the U.S.S.R. prevented the pro- 
posal from being carried.” 

A Sampling of Violations. 
Familiar enough to those who 
have kept abreast of current af- 
fairs are most of the statements, 
in addition to the Korean sum- 
mary mentioned earlier, of Rus- 
sian agreements and Russian vio- 
lation of those agreements. Here, 
again, the committee statement 
of the commitment appears in 
black face type, followed immedi- 
ately by the committee account 
of the Russian violation. Space 
permits but a sampling of the 
items so set out. 

“Final delimitation of the 

German-Polish frontier should 

await the peace settlement.” 

“The U.S.S.R. has repeatedly 
maintained that the Oder-Neisse 
line constitutes the definitive 
German-Polish frontier.” 


“Germany to be treated as a 
single economic unit.” 

“The U.S.S.R. has consistently 
obstracted all attempts to imple- 
ment this principle. It has fol- 
lowed a unilateral economic poli- 
cy in its own zone.” 


“All German prisoners of 
war to be repatriated by Dec. 
31, 1948.” 

“The U.S.S.R. did not return all 
prisoners of war hy this date, but 
announced a new deadline, Jan. 1, 
1950. Large numbers still re- 
main in the U.S.S.R.” 


“By Four Power agreement 
administration of Berlin was to 
be conducted by a four power 
Kommandatura, consisting of 
the city’s four commandants.”

“The Soviet Union was in- 
vited to participate in the Com- 
mittee of Economic Co-opera- 
tion which met in Paris in July, 
1947, te consider Secretary of 
State Marshall’s proposal to im- 
plement European recovery 
with American aid.”

first novel in 10 years 

should have little effect on 
his reputation. “Across the 
River and Into the Trees” 
(Scribner’s) has most of the fa- 
miliar Hemingway features: an 
atmosphere of fatality, a dens- 
ity of feeling created often by 
seemingly irrelevant dialogue, 
a preoccupation with elemen- 
tary emotions and appetites and 
a hero who has been through 
the works and shows all the 
scars. Then too his writing is 
alternately tough and quaint, 
and as of yore he throws in an 
unsocialized word from time to 
time. — 

So even though the book 
doesn’t have the magnetism or 
the significance of several pre- 
decessors it has reminders— 
enough at least—to warm the 
Hemingway idolaters to the 
usual state of approbation. 

From a remarkably observant 
profile about Hemingway writ- 
ten by Lillian Ross and pub- 
lished in The New Yorker a 
month or so ago, I gathered 
that “Across the River” would 
be devoted to the “sad science 
of war.” This information, 
which was volunteered by the 
author himself, was misleading. 
It is hardly a war novel, and it 
is not at all scientific. It is not 
war but the warrior who holds 
the foreground and though he 
talks copiously of battle and 
the profession of arms, he is 
interesting because of his hu- 
man qualities and not primarily 
as an example of what war can 
do to a man. 

This warrior is an American 
soldier, Col. Richard Cantwell, 
who has come to Venice to 
spend what he suspects may be 
the last few days of his life. 
The ancient city of islands at- 
tracts him for several reasons. 
In the First World War when 
he fought as a young lieuten- 
ant in the Italian army, the 
Italian land and some of his 
comrades-in-arms—still alive— 
became an unforgettable part 
of his life’s record. Those who 
were with him at the Piave are 
the real thing, the old pros, the 
fighters as distinguished in his 
mind from the civilians in uni- 
form.

THE AMERICAN TRADITION IN 
RELIGION AND EDUCATION, by 
R. Freeman Butts. [The Beacon 
Press, 230 pgs., $3.) 


HOUGH there have been 
Tcrartures here and there 
from the American . tradi- 


tion in religion and education, 


there is no question as to what 
that tradition is. That tradi- 
tion from the founding of the 
republic is the separation of 
church and state. It is not, as 
some would like to believe to- 
day, a tradition of “co-opera- 
tion” between state and reli- 
gious groups. The record of 
separation is plain and detailed. 


This book is a review of that 
record. The author is thorough- 
ly qualified to produce the facts, 
to analyze them and to show 
their relevance for the present, 
when the subject of church and 
state is again in public debate. 
As professor of education at 
Columbia University’s celebrat- 
ed Teachers’ College, R. Free- 
man Butts has made church- 
state relations a major interest 
in educational history. 


The public policy of a wall 
between church and state was 
the reflection of a widely pre- 
vailing sentiment after the Rev- 
olutionary War, as the citizens 
of the new nation wisely sought 
to avoid the internal dissen- 
sions of the old world. But 
to two men is the greatest debt 
for this basic separation owed 
and they are two of the great- 
est statesman in the annals of 
our country—Thomas Jefferson 
and James Madison. 


By all tests, 1776 was a 
busy year for Jefferson. He 
was a delegate from Virginia to 
the Continental Congress. He 
was the drafter of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Yet in 
that same year he gave the 
question of religion and the 
state a great deal of thought 
and sent to the Virginia Con- 
vention at Williamsburg a pro- 
posed state constitution. Under 
“Rights, Private and Public,” 
the third President-to-be wrote: 

“All persons shall have; full 
and free liberty of religious 
opthion; nor shall any be com- 
pelled to frequent or maintain 
any religious institution.”

HESE two principles Jeffer- 
T= held to with all stead- 
fastness until his death just 

50 years later—first, that free 
exercise of religion was guar- 
anteed; second, that compul- 
sory support for ANY religious 
institution, including schools, 
was prohibited. With his 1776 
statement as a basis, Jefferson 
in 1779 introduced his Bill for 
Religious Freedom in Virginia. 
He continued ta work for his 
principle until it was passed in 
‘1786. After the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution, he turned 
to the larger stage and with 
Madison as his colleague went 
to work to build the principle 
of separation into charter law.

ENGLISH FURNITURE ILLUSTRATED, 


by Oliver Brackett; Rev. and Ed. by 
H. Clifford Smith. (Macmillan, $15.) 


HIS is definitely a picture 

book of 240 plates of fine - 

furniture covering periods 
from Gothic and Tudor times 
through the Victorian era in the 
nineteenth century. 

It was published first in 1927 
as an Encyclopedia of English 
Furniture compiled by Oliver 
Brackett of the Victoria and 
Albert Museum in London. 
This 1950 edition has been re- 
vised and edited by H. Clifford 
Smith, who succeeded the late 
Mr. Brackett as Keeper at the 
Department of Wood Work at 
the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum. It contains 60 new pieces, 
especially those of the Regency 
period. 


The book, because of the 
elaborate types of furniture 
that serve as examples, will not 
be of great interest to the 
householder or general reader, 
but it is a valuable reference 
work for the connoisseur and 
collector. Many of the pieces 
illustrated: are from Bucking- 
ham Palace, Marlborough House 
(the residence of Queen Mary) 
and other homes of the nobility, 
especially pieces from the 
homes of Princess Elizabeth, 
Duchess of Edinburgh and of 
the Duke of Buccleuch. Hence 
the book may haye a romantic 
and timely appeal.

Short introductory chapters 
summarize the periods in chron- 
ological order most effectively. 


Not the least interesting part 
of this book are the reproduc- 
tion from manuscripts and con- 
temporary paintings which dis- 
play furniture in its historical 
setting, with backgrounds, cos- 
tumes and other accessories in 
an attractive and appropriate 
human isi reilationship. Among 
these are “Grandma's Birth- 
day,” by J. L. Dyckmans, show- 
ing a characteristic Victorian 
drawing room. “A Family 
Group,” by Stephen Taylor, in 
a charming and well-ordered 
nursery of about 1813; a Geor- 
gian sitting room of 1780, shown 
in “The Dutton Family” by 
Zoffany; reproductions of paint- 
ings by Hogarth illustrating 
Georgian interiors; a Child’s 
Portrait of about 1600 with 
stool and wainscot chair; a Bed 
Room of the Time of Henry VI 
from a fifteenth century manu- 
script.

praise, too, for the fine coach- 
ing staff of the club, and for 
the intelligent higher echelon 
that arranged for what loosely 
might be called the board of 
strategy. 

There have been managers 
who objected to the presence 
of assistants who, because of 
their knowledge and experience 
might be considered future 
candidates for the managerial 
job. There have been managers 
who wanted only yes men as 
assistants, or hand-picked 
friends who could be trusted as 
completely without ambition. 

Then there have been man- 
agers, like Lou Boudreau of 
Cleveland, who had as assist- 
ants such men as Burt Shot- 
ton and Bill McKechnie, pre- 
viously or later managers in 
their own right. 

In passing out the medals for 
the achievement of the Phils, 
in building from a perennial 
tail-ender to a championship 
combination, many persons will 
award a big one, posthumously 
to the late Herb Pennock. Many 
believe that it was Pennock 
who laid the groundwork for 
the Phillie orgenization and 
made the blueprints for the 
development. 

Information at hand doesn’t 
disclose who selected Sawyer as 
a member of the Phillie organi- 
zation, but somebody, perhaps 
Bob Carpenter, the youthful 
club owner, was smart in 1948 
when he decided that Eddie was 
the man to take over the young 
Phillie ball club. 


Four Starting Pitchers 
Arrive in One Season. 


OUR starting pitchers and a 
great builpen artist arrived 
to maké@jea contender and 
probable pennant winner out of 
the Phils this year and a man- 
ager must have able assistarts 
to have such a thing happen. 
And so we get around to Cy 
Perkins and Bennie Bengough. 

Perkins was on a television 
program the other night and, 
while he was a bit shy before 
the show, he broke down and 
admitted after warming up 
under the studio lights for 30 
minutes, that Manager Sawyer 
did give the two veteran catch- 
ers “plenty of authority.” 

The average manager has too 
many things to do to spend the 
necessary time coaching pitch- 
ers, even if he believes he has 
the know-how. Sawyer as a 
player never made the major 
leagues. His minor-league play- 
ing days were as an outfielder. 
It’s not likely, first, that he 
would know much about the 
fine art of pitching, and, sec- 
ond, that young pitchers would 
have much confidence in the 
teaching ability of a minor- 
league outfielder. 

But Sawyer had the advan- 
tage of having; two coaches who 

_had been great catchers in their 
major-league days, catchers 
who had been behind the plate 
to handle the stuff of most of 
the big-name pitchers of a 
couple of decades ago. A catcher 
sees what a pitcher has and is 
doing, right or wrong, better 
than the pitcher or any other 
pitcher sees. He is the natural 
pitching instructor. 


“Our bullpen is just like a 
school; that’s what our young 
pitchers tell us,” Perkins said. 
“There’s no eating peanuts or 
playing out there. Those kids 
are serious. We hold a running 
clinic on every ball game, every 

hitter.” 

That “running clinic” has 
done all right. Curt Simmons, 
Robin Roberts, Bubba Church, 
Bob Miller and Jim Konstanty 
must have learned plenty down 
in that bullpen, ufider the ex- 
pert teaching of Professor Per- 
kins, and on the sidelines with 
Professor Bengough. 

Sawyer Wondered What 

Ten Per Cent Would Do. 

OMEBODY asked Perkins to 
S explain the rise of the Phils, 

what was behind it. 

“I can’t say too much about 
Eddie Sawyer,” Perkins replied. 
“I've played and coached for 
some the greatest managers. 
I'd put Sawyer way up there at 
the top. And mark my words. 
This won't be the only cham- 
pionship Eddie Sawyer will win. 

“Getting down to this pen- 
nant, I recall last spring, after 
a few workouts at Clearwater, 
Sawyer asked me what I thought 
would happen if the young fel- 
lows on the squad were to im- 
prove 10 per cent. You know, 
we saw this coming for some 
time. The Phils started to click 
last fall, and you'll remember 
Wwe came from a bad fifth to 
third spot in the league.

Completing his conquest of the

Walks Five, Fans Nine.

| Se plugs to be effective, it is a 
good idea to remove the artificial 
bait, put on a sinker and a worm 
or minnow and cast out into the 
stream, keeping the line tight 
after the weight sinks to the bot- 
tom. The live bait, floating near 
the sinker, often attracts a cat- 
fish or, if near the shore, a sun- 
fish. 

We had a similar experience in 
the Cuivre river near Old Monroe 
recently. Plugs, cast from the 
bank, didn’t draw a nibble but 
worms and a sinker quickly. pro- 
duced telltale signs of sunfish on 
the line. 

The advantage of a casting rod 
over a cane pole im this type of 
fishing is in the placement of the 
bait, which can be put*far out into 
the water with no trouble.

Ammunition Sufficient. 

With World War II well in 
mind, hunters are wondering if 
the conflict in Korea will have a 
similar effect on the supply of 
guns and ammunition. 

The answer is not entirely 
clear. On some sides one hears 
that guns will be scarce this fall 
and ammunition even _ scarcer. 
But then there are reports almost 
exactly to the contrary. 


From what we can gather, the 
situation appears to be this: The 
supply is rather tight but hunters 
should be able to get enough 
guns and shells for this fall’s 
shooting. 

Western Cartridge Co. at East 
Alton says it sees no immediate 
indication of an ammunition 
shortage, except among dealers 
who were slow in placing orders. 
It seems the big manufacturers, 
keeping inventories low because 
of uncertain economic factors, tai- 
lored their production to orders 
placed by dealers early this year. 
Some dealers who held off hop- 
ing for a price drop were left 
with an empty powder keg. 


The makers of shotguns and 
rifles have never quite caught up 
with the backlog of orders since 
World War II. As a result, St. 
Louis sporting goods stores have 
only limited amounts of the popu- 
lar types of shotguns and high- 
powered rifles. 
One dealer has placed a limit 
of four boxes of shells to a cts- 
tomer. 
“That’s enough for a hunting 
trip,” he said. “I tell them to 
come back after that and I'll have 
more for them. There’s an ample 
supply of shells to go around so 
long as we do not have scare 
buying.”

Phil and Opal debated what to 
do. They might drive out to Cedar 
Hill with the message about Phil's 
younger brother Len. But what 
would be gained? Mom and Dad 
would be all broken up and it 
certainly wasn’t a good idea for 
Dad to drive the car in that con- 
dition. They decided to' sit tight 
until evening. Toward 7:30 o’clock 
they were waiting silently on the 
porch when Mom and Dad drove 
up. They didn’t have to say a 
thing. Mom could read the news 
from their faces. 

There has been no further. 
word about the fate of the hand- 
some, happy-go-lucky lad_ the 
whole neighborhood knew as “the 
Saigon Kid.” Did he live tocele- 
brate his twenty-second birthday 
on Aug. 17 or was he dead?

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Kum river southwest of Konju. 
Repeated attacks against the 
American positions were repelled 
until Sunday night, when North 
Korean forces were successful in 
flanking positions, forcing units 
to withdraw. ... 

~“Outnumbered 10 to one, the 
Twenty-fourth Division has been 
forced to withdraw from one de- 
fensive position to another along 
the enemy’s. route of advance. 
Losses within the division have 
not been excessive, but casualties 
inflicted upon the enemy have 
been tremendous and out of pro- 
portion with the ground gained.” 

The dry language of headquar- 
ters did not convey what it was 
like that Sunday just north of 
Taejon. “They poured out of the 
woods on the other side of the 
river in groups of about 70 yelling 
‘Banzai! Banzai!’ and running 
straight at us,” sald Lt. A. A. 
Dianda of Marquette, Mich. “‘One 
machine gunner must have killed 
250 of them in 15 minutes. The 
Reds piled up like cordwood in 
front of his gun. 

“They came at us from all 
sides,” the lieutenant related, “and 
we had to pull out as best we 
could. They overran a front-line 
aid station and killed all the 
wounded. Our chaplain stayed 
with the wounded until the end, 
and they killed him, too. . . . It’s 
a miracle any of us got out alive. 
If you got hit, you kept right on 
going.

The war was on in earnest now. 
The Lahm business prospered and 
took on a line of caramel corn 
that went to customers as far 
away as Florida. When young 
Philip joined the Merchant Marine 
at 17, a live orchestra played at 
a hot dog-and-beer farewell party 
for 200 people, including the soft- 
ball team known as Lahm’s Pota- 
to Chips, which the firm then 
sponsored. Roy Sievers of the 
Browns played for it as late as 
1945. 

Phil came back from Eniwetok 
as a junior engineer. Len’s broth- 
er, Eddie, was just finishing high 
school and talked of going in the 
Army. In February 1948 his 
father finally relented and went 
down with him to the Federal 
Courts Building to sign up. A 
fast-talking Air Force recruiting 
sergeant spotted them and per- 
suaded Ed to join the Air Force. 
For the last two years he has 
worked in the Army post office 
at Clark Air Base in the Philip- 
pines. 

Right after Ed enlisted, Len an- 
nounced at the supper table that 
he was going in the servic too. 
“No one in the, world thought 
he'd do it,” says Papa Lahm. 

Lenny just wasn't the type. Fv- 
erybody thought he was far ton 
fond of jitterbugging and having 
his own way to buckle down to 
Army life. But Lenny fooled 
them. 

There was another big farewell 
party. It was held on March 25, 
the twenty-first birthday of Philip 
III, and this time there was no 
band—just two accordions and a 
saxophone, for tough times were 
with the Lahms once more. Heat- 
resistant bags for caramel corn 
had been scarce during the war 
and one supply house sold the 
Lahms a batch that caused the 
corn to spoil en route to cus- 


tomers, 
T from that near-fatal flyer in 

caramel corn. The firm serves 
1200 retailers but the working 
force is down to eight from a 
wartime high of about 25. Mama 
Lahm does the bookkeeping and 
Papa is back on the truck cover- 
ing a route. When the Army tel- 
egram came he was waiting for 
Lenny to be back by February, 
when his enlistment would expire, 
and take over the route the boy 
always wanted. 

Len had basic training with the 
First Cavalry Division at Fort 
Knox, Ky., and went to Japan 
with that outfit. He had re- 
quested overseas duty when he 
enlisted. Len and Ed got fur- 
loughs before they left for the 
Pacific, and it happened that 
both were in St. Louis the day 
their grandfather, Philip Sr., died 
at 84. It was the last time Len 
was home. 

Based in Yokohama, Leonard 
went on extensive mountain ma- 
neuvers with his division. After 
six months overseas he developed 
a foot infection that kept him in 
the hospital for two months and 
left him limping slightly for a 
while afterward. The hospital 
stay depressed him and at one 
point even drove him to think his 
foot might have to be amputated. 
Helen Lahm checked through the 
St. Louis Red Cross and found 
that his condition was not nearly 
so bad. / 

Back on duty, young Lahm was 
guarding an army warehouse one 
night and shot a Japanese who 
was trying to steal army supplies. 
The man was only hurt in the

@ IN THE COURSE of several years at covering the courts, 
I used to find it interesting to watch mannerisms of people 
with glasses, especially lawyers. I remember a young Gov- 
ernment lawyer in an NLRB case that lasted several weeks. 
He had a pair of chewing glasses, but I never saw him with 
them on. When the examiner was speaking, the lawyer would 
tap his front teeth meditatively with the tip end of the plastic 
temples of his glasses. When an adverse witness got in some 
good licks, the lawyer would gnaw his glasses anxiously. 
When his own witnesses scored, he would take hold of his 
Rlasses by the temple, or whatever you call the part that 
hooks behind the ear, and twirl them. The only time his 
glasses weren't taking a beating was when he was reading;

OST children are ready for 
school at three years or 
four. 


Your child may be one of the 
rare lucky ones who has a good 
nursery school to go to. He may 
be one of the 30 per cent of our 
five-year-@alds who has a public 
school kindergarten ready and 
waiting for hin. 


Or he may be like most chil- 
dren—he has no school to go to 
until he is six. But whatever his 
age when he begins, heave a 
sigh of relief. You are entitled 
to it! 

Of course some people may 
talk about you if you start your 
child in nursery school or even 
in kindergarten. 

“She’s just trying to dump her 
child . she wants to get rid 
of him . only looking for 
a parking place...” 

Look them straight in the eye 
and smile, and don’t give them 
a second thought. 

Three to six is the time to 
turn to a group. Your child needs 
a room built for children.

Talking will make your youngster 
come alive to the person who is 
going to work with him. 

Don’t feel foolish about being 
so forward. Teachers today are 
looking for openings to meet you. 
And the information you give 
makes their job easier. This is a 
boost for your child and also a 
favor to his teacher. 

Of course you have to plan 
your talk with teacher. You can't 
do it when the teacher is busy 
with a classroom of children. You 
can’t do it when your youngste® 
is around either. He is thinking 
of himself more and more as a 
big fellow now. Don’t tear down 
all that bigness by talking in 
front of him. 

And avoid warnings like “Wait 
until you get to school. They 
won't let you do that any more” 
or “If you are not good, I'll tell 
your teacher and she'll make you 
behave.” 

Going to school should be like 
going to a friend’s house, not to 
the woodshed. Start early to see 
the right idea.

VEN with the best prepara- 
tion, children sometimes are 
upset when they first go to 


turbed if your child does any of 
these. 


He may have given every sign 
of being ready for school and still 
act this way. It is not the least 
bit unusual. Many children do. 
You expect more of this if your 
youngster is three, but kinder- 
garten children do it too and even 


no need to hurry. 
will be in school for 16 years 
or so. You can afford to take 
the time that a good beginning 
demands. 


If a youngster feels lonely 
about staying in school, you want 
him to express his' feelings to 
you. Loneliness is no good when 
it’s bottled up inside. It is a 
bitter kind of feeling. 


Your best bet is to let your 
child set the pace. So long as he

shopping — but come back soon. 
This builds up confidence. 


When you think your youngster 
is ready to be on his own, tell 
him you are leaving. If the idea 
distresses him you want to know 
it—and then change your plan. 


Some children begin with won- 
derful feelings, At three or four 
or five or six, they take to school 
like a duck to water. Everything 
fascinates them and they feel no 
pangs at all about leaving home. 
A week or two later the excite- 
ment wears off. Don’t be shocked 
if your youngster cries at the 
prospects of going to school in 
the morning. 

Occasionally there is a specific 
cause: a conflict with another 
child, some activity which your 
youngster can’t abide, a rule that 
gets him down. This is a good 
time to talk with the teacher. 
Often the two of you can iron 
the rumple out and life goes on 
smoothly. 

And here is a point fo remem- 


ber: starting-to-school time: 
the time to heckle a child. - *

For Youngsters as Way to Keep Them Off the Streets, 
Then Saw Project Grow Into Association of 242 Teams

HE National League and the American League hold the 
national sports spotlight. The big minor leagues and even 
the bush leagues have their place in the great national 


pastime. 


But to some 3500 St. Louis youngsters And their 


families, friends, aunts, uncles and cousins, the league that 
really matters is the Khoyrv League, 

To this avid coterie of players and their fans, the stand- 
ings of the Browns and tfe Cardinals are important, but not 
nearly so much so as the standing of Junior’s team in his 
particular division of the Khoury League; and when Stan 
Musial hits a home run the loud but impersonal praise he 
receives isn't half so sweet to his ears as the neighborhood 
fame which Junior achieves when he hits a two-bagger and 


scores a run. 

Every Saturday and 
afternoon from early \summer 
through late September Junior 
and his team, which may have 
anvwhere from 10 to 15 players, 
repairs to one of 46 diamonds in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county, 
to square off with another team 
in the organization, known offi-

cially as the George Khoury As- | 


sociation of Baseball Leagues. 
Junior and his teammates may be 
as young as only eight or nine 
years old. Their uniforms may con- 
sist of T-shirts with ‘the team 
name on the front; and their sole 
equipment may be a couple of 
balls, a bat and a beat-up glove 
so big on Junior's little hand it 
Jooks as if he’s carrying a sad- 
dle around with him. 


Or Junior may be a teen-ager 
whose ieam, through the years, 
has learned to play pretty good 
baseball. In this case they may 
have a sponsor, and uniforms and 
good gloves and bats. They may 
be even in their late teens and 
early twenties, in which case they 
often perform before crowds of 
several hundred persons. 

Every Saturday and Sunday 
242 of these teams play on the 
46 diamonds which are in city 
parks, county parks, vacant lots, 
or any place that’s big enough 
and level enough to play ball on. 
Each diamond is the scene of a 
couple of games each weekend 
afternoon. 

Often on the sidelines with par- 
ents, friends and other supporters 
will be a middle-aged man who 
is five feet tall and who always 


‘has a big cigar stuck in his mouth. 


He will watch a game with .quiet 
pride and satisfaction for a while, 
then get in his big green Cadillac 
and drive to another part of town 
and another game. And although 
his name is. next to that of their 
own dads in the hearts of all 
these youngsters, many of them 
won't even know him when they 
see him. His name is George 
Khoury.

ACK in the grim days of the 

depression Khoury had a wife 

and three sons and no job. 
But he had a lot of faith: faith 
in God, and faith in himself. 


His parents had come to this 

country from Lebanon on their 
honeymoon. Like many others, 
they stayed. His father opened 
a grocery store and George was 
born at Second and Plum streets. 
He went to the Old Cathedral 
School and played baseball on a 
big lot down in that part of town 
which used to be known in the 
neighborhood as “the cow lot.” 
The boys made their own balls, 
like a lot of us did, by winding 
string around a rubber ball and 
then covering it with black bicycle 
tape. 
George sang in the choir and 
when he was 15 he was better 
known for his voice than’for his 
baseball ability. He became so 
well known, in fact, that he was 
hired as a singer in a group of 
neighborhood theaters. He stood 
beside the screen, and when the 
operator flashed the words on the 
screen, all decorated with flowers 
and doves, he sang such songs as 
“I'm Sorry I Made You Cry” and 
“Bring Back My Daddy to Me. 

He got $1.50 a song, and since 
he usually sang two songs a per- 
formance, he was looked upon in 
his neighborhood as a Young- 
Man-on-the-Way. But by that 
time he had six brothers and sis- 
ters, and his father decided they 
needed room to grow, so the 
father bought a farm in Coulter- 
ville. George, attending the local 
school,’was attracted by a printing 
shop which he passed twice a day. 
He was so attracted that he start- 
ed working after hours, just to 
learn the business. The attraction 
finally became so great he was 
playing hookey to distribute type 
all day. When the school tipped 
papa off, papa found little George 

on a box learning to be 
a printer. His father decided 
anyone who wanted to be a print- 
er that bad shouldn't be inter- 
fered with. 

A year or two later the family 
moved back to town. George re- 
sumed his singing career at night, 
worked in a print shop during 
the day, and by the time he was

17 years old he had saved enough 
money to buy his own print shop. 

Around the theaters he learned 
enough about the business to 
convince him he -could conquer 
it also, so leaving a partner in 
charge of the printing business 
he rented the Clayton sky dome. 
He ran the movie house, oversaw 
the printing business and at night 
sang for other theaters. In time 
he acquired another movie’ house 
and another printing shop, and 
had partners in charge of most 
of them. All this happened be- 
fore he was 20 years old.

FTER a few years he began 
eyeing the used-car business. 
A friend of his, in the busi- 
ness, sold him on its possibilities. 
George sold his other holdings. 
He and the new partner rented a 
building in the 1900 block of 
Olive street and went into busi- 
ness in a big way. They decided, 
after a year or two of success, to 
handle their own financing of 
cars, which turned out to be their 
big mistake. When the depression 
hit they had $65,000 — on the 
books. George and his partner, 
Henry J. Cyrus, lost their busi- 
ness, their homes, everything. 

“We sat down and cried like 
babies,” George admits. “Then 
we realized that was childish, and 
the only thing to do was start 
over. We shook hands and we 
agreed that whoever got back on 
his feet first would lend a hand 
to the other. And we've kept the 
agreement.” 

They both started selling in- 
surance. One aspect of his in- 
surance selling days George 
recalls with amusement and a 
slight shudder. Every morning 
the 40 salesmen would gather in 
a big room, and George had to 
inspire them with song. He would 
sing something like ‘Painting the 
Clouds With Sunshine,” and send 
the men off filled with zest and 
determination. 

Or such was the theory. Things 
were tough in those days. But 
in a year’s time George was Jead- 
ing his company in St. Louis. 
However, a situation arose be- 
tween him and his boss which 
compelled him to either quit or 
lose his self-respect, so he quit.

three small boys at home. Some 
davs we ate beans, some days we 
ate spaghetti. More than once I 
walked across town so I could 
save a nickel and take it home. 
One day they would shut off the 
gas, the next day the electric.” 


George went to a large St. Louis 
printing company where he had 
once worked for a time, and asked 
for a job. “The gates of Heaven 
opened. They gave me a job. I 
now had a salary—even though I 
owed everybody.” But it was the 
beginning of a new era for 
Khoury. 

His three boys were getting big 
enough to play ball. They lived 
at Caroline and Thurman streets, 
and the only place the boys and 
their friends had to play was in an 
alley, 


One day Mrs. Khoury said to 
George, “You invite the boys’ 
friends over and I'll bake a cake 
and we'll organize a ball ¢lub.” 
He did, and the club was organ- 
ized. “The next thing I knew,” 
George says ruefully, “I was 
coach and manager.” But that was 
nothing to what the years were 
to bring. 


George worked nights at the 
printing company. He started 
looking for something to do in the 
day time. A friend who owned 
property agreed to back him as 
a bondsman and George made a 
connection with the American Au- 
tomobile Association to ° handle 
bail bonds. Even today George 
winces when referred to as a 
bondsman, and quickly points out 
that he makes no bond in crim- 
inal cases, only traffic cases. 


“So I-was working day and 
night again. I patched my pants 
and my wife pressed them. I was 
beginning to get on my feet, 
when my wife/ became seriously 
ill. As she was recovering, the 
kids got sick. They got well and 
then I got sick. I had to borrow 
money for doctors and hospitals.

a game between two 9-vear-old 
teams as solemnly and carefully 
as though it had been the World 
Series. “That man,” it was ex- 
plained, “is a skilled workman 
who makes $26 a day. He could be 
working today, Saturday, at time 
and a half. But he’s out here do- 
ing this, for which he will receive 
the. magnificent sum of two 
bucks.” 

After the game the umpire 
verified this. “But there’s some- 
thing about these kids,” he said 
with a shrug and a_e smile. 
“They're wonderful.” 

After the war, when his three 
sons came back, Khoury set them 
up in the printing business, and 
they also help in the work of run- 
ning the organization which, at its 
present size, amounts to a lot of 
work. Late every Saturday after- 
noon the four Khoury men are at 
the printing company“office which 
then becomes a statistician’s of- 
fice. About five o'clock the tele- 
phones start ringing, and the um- 
pires, coaches and team managers 
start calling in the scores. The 
same thing happens.again Sunday 
night. When all figures are in and 
tabulated, a summary is prepared 
for the newspapers. 

Where do the teams and their 
sponsors keep coming from? | 
talked to a young married couple 
who are so deep in the Khoury 
League they couldn't get out if 
they wanted to. “These youngsters 
were trying to play in a vacant 
lot up the street with a battered 
tin can,” the wife explained. 
“When Harry got back from the 
war he was nervous and unstrung, 
and I suggested we sponsor those 
kids in a baseball league. It 
would be good for them, and 
good for Harry. And it has been. 
You never saw such response as 
we got from those kids. Well, 
we've watched our little kids 
grow and advance each year from 
one division to another, and it’s 
taken all our time and some 
money. But you get it back. You 
more than get it back. Those 
youngsters think were greater 
than Joe DiMaggio, and they'll 
do anything for us. Several times 
we've said we were going to quit, 
but then another season comes 
around—well, you can’t get out 
and you don’t want to get out.” 

* * . 

A little boys and where else 

could you take four boys that 
would compare to this?” This 
mother, wearing a baseball cap 
and a jacket with the insigne of 
her boys’ team on it, was watch- 
ing the game and talking to me at 
the same time. “It’s the most 
wonderful thing that ever hap- 
pened to them. They're crazy 
about it. When we organized a 
team, my husband thought we 
wouldn’t have time for it. Now 
he’s out here all the time too. We 
started in our basement. The boys 
got together and held a raffle to 
get money for equipment. It’s 
made better boys of all of them. 
Our oldest boy was an awful 
sorehead, but now he’s learned 
how to co-operate and he’s learned 
discipline. I'll never forget the 
time the umpire had to put him 
out of the game. It seemed awful 
hard on a little tyke, and it was 
all my husband and I could do 
to keep our mouths shut. But 
we knew it was a lesson in sports- 
manhship, and we later told the 
umpire we were glad he did it.” 


Illustrative of the growth of 
the Khoury organization is the 
fact that this year alone it 
leaped from 176 to its present 
figure of 242 teams. It is the 
only such association in the 
country which has divisions for 
youngsters starting as low as 
eight years. During the past few 
years sponsors of leagues from 
cities all over the ¢ountry have 
been coming to St. Louis to study 
its operation. 

The three Khoury boys have 
made a solemn agreement with 
their father that there will al- 
ways be a Khoury League as 
long as any of them are alive, 
and Robert is even making plans 
for three-year-old Bobby to play 
in the league and later carry on 
the work. 

As for the elder Khoury, he 
gets his reward in the dozens of 
letters he receives, such as one 
which came the other day from 
Marshall McTeague: 

“Dear Mr. Khoury: Our team 
won the pennant this year and 
we thank you for putting in so 
much of your time for these kids. 
I hope you have success in your 
work and anything you do.

At 
present she is a member of 
the executive committee of 
the St. Louis Church Federa- 
tion and is chairman of its 
committee on displaced per- 
sons, serving as a liaison be-

Church, has represented the St. Louis Conference of the 
Methodist Church at four General Conferences. At the 1948 
conference she served as chairman of the committee on Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, the first time a woman had 
served as chairman of a committee of the General Conference. 

A member of the Federal Council of Churches in the 
U. S. A., Mrs. Bragg was a delegate from the Methodist 
Church to the First Assembly of the World Council of 
Churches held in 1948 in Amsterdam, Holland, being one of 
six women delegates from the churches in the United States.

The bucket, made of 
heavy stainless steel with a black plastic top and a vacuum 
lid, has a handle on top which is composed of three knobs. 
One of the knobs may be removed, revealing a small con- 
cealed ice pick. 

@A NEW TYPE of non-toxic cleaning fluid for home use comes 
in concenfrated form, making it inexpensive and easy to store. 
A 12-ounce bottle may be diluted with water to make three 
gallons of fluid. The cleaner is said to be non-explasive and 
to remove stains, including beverages and grease, without leav- 
ing a ring.

Designer Who Brought Colors to’ 


omens Furs 


Esther Dorothy Was Called Color-Mad When She First Began Dyeing Furs — Now Her ‘Idea Is Acclaimed

HE 
T enuaee satisfied year after year to let 

a mink or a mole be its natural 
self called her “color-mad,” and 
many of them loudly pooh-poohed 
the idea that gaily tinted pelts 
would grace milady’s shoulders, 
but Esther Dorothy kept right on 
dipping into the dyepot. Now the 
whole fashion world acclaims her 
for her originality in launching 
such flattering shades as Medi- 
terranean blue and mint green in 
quality furs. 

While she was experimenting 
with the idea of giving the ani- 
mals new coats of many colors, 
Esther Dorothy, New York de- 
signer, admits her enthusiasm for 
tinting ran slightly rampant. Be- 
fore she realized it, she was dyeing 
everything around her from her 
hair to her carpets. Even now 
after her colorful furs have been 
accepted in the best fashion cir- 
cles, from coast to coast, she can’t 
leave the tint boxes alone. Her 
hair is the most striking example 
—one day being purple to har- 
monize with a purple neckpiece, 


the next day that favorite shade 
of mint green to match a green 
coat, and so on throughout the 
week. As for the carpets, they 
aren't quite that chameleon-like 
in their transformations but they 
are made of mouton—petal pink 
in shade—with the scatter rugs, 
also fur, jade green in hue! 


It isn’t only on the subject of 
color that this woman turned the 
fur industry topsy-turvy and 
prompted many to regard her as 
a “mental case” (as she herself 
terms it). Her introduction of the 
first white mink coat caused 
lifted eyebrows. And when she 
began clipping the poor foxes 
until all of those long guard hairs 
were gone and only the soft, short 
hair remained, everyone began to 
wonder what this surprising wom- 
an might do next.

The fox-clipping proved to be a 
boon to the furriers generally and 
to the fox ranchers as well. Hav- 
ing lost much of their popularity 
for women’s scarfs and coats, the 
foxes were stored away by the 
millions in the warehouses wait- 
ing for “better days.” By plucking 
them, Esther Dorothy found that 
the soft, pliable fur not only was. 
very light in weight but extremely 
durable and able to withstand all 
types of weather. Recognized now 
as an important “find” in the fur 
industry, clipped fox is a leading 
style of the season among budget 
furs. 


While so many of the ideas of 
this designer have seemed star- 
tling at their innovation, their 
practical aspect has won them ac- 
ceptance. Convinced that women 
would wear furs the year round 
if they were given interesting 
themes that they could wear, Es- 
ther Dorothy set about making 
furs saleable on a twelve-month 
basis. Her many short jackets, 
light in weight as well as color- 
ful, and her little one-sleeved 
stoles are typical of the variety. 
Also, her belief that there should 
be attractive furs within the reach 
of the women of limited income 
has been responsible for her ex- 
perimentation with such new 
budget styles as the clipped fox 
and sheared raccoon. 


Russian - born, this outstanding 
fur designer who is one of the 
few recognized fashion leaders in 
the fur industry, started out to 
be a milliner. She was very young 
when her parents brought her to 
America and settled in Boston. 
She went to work there at the 
age of 13 to contribute to the 
family coffers. After various me- 
nial jobs she decided she was more 
interested in fashions than in any 
other career and apprenticed her- 
self to a milliner sufficiently long 
to discover that she was adept 
with the needle. Lack of capital 
made it impossible for her to go 
into business for herself except to 
restyle old hats. This she did un- 
til she was able to obtain suf- 
ficient money to purchase new 
materials. 


Her success with renovating j¢ 
old hats prompted her to branch 
out and try renovating old fur 
coats, and as soon as she started 
working with furs Esther Doro-

@ DO YOU REMEMBER THE TEACHER YOU DIDN'T LIKE? A teacher who 
shouted at you angrily, perhaps? Or was sarcastic to all the kids? 
Or who startled the class one day by shaking a boy at his desk? The 
author of this article, whose pen name is John Wilton Blaine, knows 
. that kind of teacher, too. The father of three children, he writes as a 
parent as well as a popular teacher in a big midwestern school. 

There is no finer being on earth than a fine teacher, and America 
is blessed with many thousands who do a quiet, conscientious job.

AM A TEACHER in a big district school. The other day a hulking, 
| six-foot farmer boy came into my classroom, mad as blazes. 

I had taught this red-head for two of his three years in high 
- school and I knew him well. He works reasonably hard. Furthermore, 
he’s honest and respected. 

Usually he’s smiling, but today he was angry. 

“It’s that old witch!” he exclaimed, and I knew at once whom he 
meant. “With her you just can’t win!” 

This boy does “win” with other teachers, and I had heard other 
reports which indicated that here was one more case of a “problem 
teacher” at work! 

Every parent, every child returning to school this month, knows 
the kind of teacher I mean. In most schools there are two or three, 
sometimes more. The harm that these can do to tender childhood 
personalities is incalculable. 


What Is a ‘Problem Teacher’’? 


EARNING is a wonderful thing. 

You may not believe it, but everybody likes to learn! (I have 
seen some kids grin and glow as a complicated problem is explored 
and solved!) Yet there are just enough misfit teachers in schools— 
everywhere—to make millions of such kids hate education! 

You know who some of them are. They are teachers who: 
> Ridicule pupils and send them home angry, even crying. 
> Have learned a smattering of psychology and fancy themselves 
child psychiatrists—often, with great damage! 
> Threaten pupils unnecessarily. 
> Have poor background and fail to prepare efficiently for lessons. 
>» Night after night, relentlessly slap endless pages of homework on 
pupils—an inexcusable error and an offense against other teachers. 
Misfit or not, there are also thousands of teachers who do not Know, 
and, amazingly, have not been taught, the one great fundamental

“This is a point that, more and more, is becoming recognized. The 
important thing a teacher can give children is sound emotional de- 
velopment, to produce better-rounded individuals. This is as im- 
portant, or more important, than factual instruction alone.” 

There are many kinds of problem teachers. You read every so often 
of teachers who strike pupils. This, fortunately, is a rarity. 


Some Admit They Don't Like Children 


UT THERE ARE thousands who display less conspicuous neurotic 
tendencies, can’t control classes, speak derogatorily of pupils, 
run careless classrooms, and say frankly they don’t like children! 

I have taught in schools in three states, and in two schools I have 
actually heard unfit teachers, talking together, refer to pupils as 
“lice” and “devils.” Like the teacher who strikes youngsters, these 
are extreme cases. But in 20 years of teaching I have heard many 
teachers say frankly they don’t like teaehing and don’t like children! 


Just as any other teacher, I have 
seen kids break down and cry. I have 
seen some turn white with sup- 
pressed anger. Others bite their 
nails, become nauseated. Some react 
dully, and lose not only their faith 
in fair .treatment but their self- 
confidence and desire to do well. 


Take the case of Miss Y. A boy. 


named Howard was constantly re- 
viled and ridiculed in Miss Y’s class. 
He arrived for an interview. The 
principal suggested an intelligence 
test. When the test showed the boy 
had an I1.Q. higher than his teach- 
er’s, the wise principal removed him 
from her grasp. 


THESE FINE TEACHERS at Evanston are 
brushing up on games youngsters like. 


But the dramatic event, which revealed the true danger, followed: 

Another boy in the same class was labelled a’“problem child.” The 
mother was told his latest offenses were: (1) he had recommended 
an authoritative astronomy text when the teacher had introduced a 
lesson on stars, and (2) on a hot day, he had raised a window. 

One night, the mother found the child tossing restlessly in bed. 
He sobbed that Miss Y had threatened to send him “to the nurse.” 

The startled mother called Miss Y for a straight report. 

“Oh, I was just teasing him,” she said. “He was a little restless.” 

But the following Monday, at a meeting of the Mether’s Club, 
several mothers rose to complain. Their children had been coming 
home so upset they were vomiting, were beginning to stutter, were 
biting their nails and were even hysterical. All, it turned out, were in 
the same class under Miss Y. After investigation she was retired.

HERE ARE COUNTLESS Similar instances 
in our schools. Studies by a few edu- 
cators have revealed many. 

Visiting an Eastern school not long ago, I 
listened in amazement to the shouts coming 
from one classroom. 

“Sounds like she IS angry,” I commerited 
to the old friend who was escorting me. 

He smiled. 

“For 10 minutes every morning she shouts 
at them. If anyone else,comes in the room 
she quiets down and chats politely.” 

“What’s the matter with her?” I asked. 

“She’s emotionally disorganized,” he said. 
“She creates an attitude of conflict.” 

In Detroit, Dr. A. S. Church, consultifig 
psychiatrist to the Detroit Board of Educa- 
tion, says: A significant percentage of all 
teachers have some emotional disturbance. 
These teachers often (1) cause behavior 
problems among children, (2) don’t get 
along with other teachers, (3) needlessly 
restrict the freedom of their students, (4) 
cause children to become defiant. 

What disturbs these teachers? Unhappy 
marriages, worrying over aged parents, liv- 
ing with other teachers, years of frustra- 
tion, resentment over low pay. 

Teaching, says Dr. Church, is in many re- 
spects “a harder job than being a parent.” 

Some parents struggle to manage three 
kids. Yet I have seen conscientious, over- 
worked teachers—little old ladies, many of 
them—trying to handle classes of 50 and 60 
children! If your child is in such a class, 
you can start to worry right now—unless he 
has a very gifted teacher! 

How big should a class be? Most of us feel 
we can do a good job with a class not in 
excess of 15 or 20. : 

The truth is that today’s teacher has be- 
come a “substitute parent.” 

Yet what nobody has ever taught us in 
normal schools is this fundamental: 

THE ONLY TEACHER WHO CAN WIN 
CHILDREN’S RESPECT IS ONE WHO 
HONESTLY RESPECTS CHILDREN. TO A 
TEACHER LIKE THIS, CHILDREN RE- 
SPOND! 


How They Do it at Evanston: 


N EVANSTON, ILL., fs one of the few teacher- 
training schools which have recognized 
the personality problem. It is the National 
College of Education (see photographs). 
Here, students are “screened” this way: 
> Young, would-be teachers are judged 
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partly on personality and character reports. 


> Applicants get psychological tests. 
, Good health is stressed. 
» Each student has a counsellor. 


> Students learn to teach children early— 
and to work with parents. 

> They are taught to put as much stress on 
personality development of children as on 


_ pure academic training. 


Says Dr. K. Richard Johnson, president: 

“We certainly can’t expect to develop 
well-adjusted future citizens unless we be- 
gin by staffing our country’s classrooms with 
well-adjusted teachers.” ... There is no rea- 
son to expect that teachers unable to con- 
quer their own personality handicaps will 
be of much help in developing healthy- 
minded students.” 


What Can Your Community Do? 


First, you can insist that public officials: 
1. Reward good teacher performance with 


public recognition and support. 


2. In slums and other “difficult” areas, 
pay teachers a bonus. 

3. Cut class sizes—at once! This is vital. 

4. Raise salaries so your child's teacher is 
not confronted by economic fears. 

5. Hire more men teachers to keep mas- 
culine influence from vanishing. 

6. Remember: a‘good teacher cannot do 
a good job with poor books and classrooms. 

7. Insist that teachers get friendly train- 
ing in how to get along. 

Does all this mean we are going to have 
to spend more on schools? It certainly does! 
But 10 years from now it-will save us money. 
J. Edgar Hoover, head of the FBI, says: 

“Criminals force us to spend each year 
more than four-and-two-thirds as much on 
them as we spend on all forms of education, 
both public and private.” 

And crime experts know that criminals 
are not caused by lack of education but by 
the wrong kind. It’s true, too, of many un- 


| happy people. 


Our children are our greatest resource as 
a nation. Shall we plow them under because 
of inadequate teaching? 

Remember this: it’s strictly up to parents 
to force officials to act: (1) to keep the good 
teachers we now have and attract more 
good ones like them, and (2) to weed out 
misfits! 

Our own parents failed to get that action.

HEN AN APACHE MAIDEN makes the 

transfer from childhood to woman- 
hood, she does so to the throbbing beat 
of tom-toms and the frenzied dancing of 
medicine men. 

But until these photographs were 
taken, at the Fort Apache reservation at 
White River, Ariz., white men had never 
been allowed to see an Apache girl's 
“womanhood dance.” Pictures were per- 
mitted, Apache leaders said, because 
Apaches, long used to being villginized, 
were gratified at the honest portrayal of 
their people in “Broken Arrow,” a Twen- 
tieth-Century Fox movie.

warning signals should start flying. 


@ Closer to the danger mark are the 
nation’s heavy drinkers. They drink 
for stimulus rather than relaxation 
and they are often drunk. They fre- 
quently wake up with hangovers and 
sometimes use liquor to cure them. 
They would miss alcohol badly if 
they had to give it up. There’s a 
good chance that heavy drinkers are 
headed for what can be real trouble. 


bed 


HERE do you stand as a drinker? If you are 

one of the 51 million Americans who, re- 
searchers say, use alcohol at some time or other, 
you should be able to find yourself on the chart 
shown above. 

For generations now, physicians, psychiatrists, 
church leaders, social workers and crusaders 
have been developing separate and distinctive 
ideas about alcohol’s effects on the drinker. As 
yet no one has found the right answer. But 
Harper’s Magazine recently completed a study of 
these views that resulted in the findings illus- 
trated above. 

While compiling this research from psychia- 
trists and physicians, Harper’s feature writer, C. 
Lester Walker, found that although it is impos- 
sible to discover the precise causes of alcoholism, 
for example, it is comparatively easy to discover 
its symptoms. They stand as warning signs along 
the drinker’s road. 

“They indicate the stages and make possible 
classification of different kinds of drinkers and 
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drinking,” Walker reports. “And they enable us 


to answer some questions like what is the differ- 
ence between a modérate drinker and a habitual 
drinker or that between a consistently heavy 
drinker and an alcoholic.” ; 

You, for instance,may stand half in one group 
and half in another, for the classifications are 
not hard and fast. Some overlap and all are sub- 
ject to exceptions. But predications about any 
given person rest largely on these important de- 
terminants: (1) motive, (2) quantity, and (3) 
frequency. 


Six Rungs on Drinking Ladder 


HE VERY MODERATE drinker uses liquor purely 

as a condiment. He likes a glass of wine with 
his food. He seldom drinks except when he is 
eating and doesn’t drink very much. He will prob- 
ably never be a heavy drinker—and almost cer- 
tainly will never be an alcoholic. 

The average American drinker does a little 
more than this. He doesn’t drink for the taste 
but because a couple of beers help’ him relax. 
There's not much danger of this fellow’s ever be- 
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= Even psychiatrists disagree with each other 


coming a “problem drinker” or an alcoholic. 

The habitual drinker likes to think of himself 
as a “social” imbiber. He usually drinks every day 
and it’s not unusual for him to get “high.” Once 
in a while he wakes up with a hangover—but he 
has enough control over his drinking to keep it 
from doing him any permanent harm. 

On the next rung of the ladder is the heavy 
drinker who rushes into a bar whenever he is 


tired or worried and usually chain-drinks when-. 


ever he starts. The heavy drinker never com- 
pletely rids his system of alcohol and is often 
downright drunk. Drinking has become very im- 


_ portant to him but he can still give it up if he 


really wants to. 

The heavy drinker is in real danger of some 
day becoming an alcoholic. But his position is 
enviable compared to that of the excessive im- 
biber. This man, usually a neurotic, drinks all the 
time, and when he can’t get it any other way, he 
drinks on the sly. He is probably drunk more 
often than he's sober and usually wakes up in the 
morning with a head-splitting hangover. His 
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EXCESSIVE 


@ The excessive drinker is balancing 
himself on a precipice. He drinks to 
overcome a deep inferiority feeling or 
to escape from “the blues.” He drinks 
on every feasible occasion and almost 
always to the limit of his capacity. He 
gets drunk as often as enough liquor is 
available and often drinks on the sly. 
Excessive drinkers are liable to become 
addicts unless they control themselves. 


ALCOHOLIC §& 


@ The alcoholic addict is a sick man. 
He drinks from compulsion and con- 
sumes as much as he can until he passes 
out. His week-long “benders” are usually 
followed by periods of deep remorse 
which are overcome by more drinking. 
Sometimes he tries to stop drinking. 
But, unless he is rehabilitated by medi- 
cine or psychology, the alcoholic is 
doomed, for liquor.dominates his life. 
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hands shake, his appetite is poor and he can't 
sleep without the help of alcohol. He may not 
know it but he’s living right next door to the 
alcoholic. 


Alcoholic’s Choice: Liquor or Life 


HE ADDICT, of course, is a sick person, as truly 

sick, physically or mentally, as a sufferer from 
cancer or schizophrenia. He was doomed, per- 
haps, by some psychological maladjustment, but 
he drove himself down the ladder of drink. Once 
he has hit the bottom rung, he lives for alcohol 
alone and he can’t live without it Of his own 
volition he cannot stop drinking and his only 
hope is complete physical and mental rehabilita- 
tion. Even if cured, he’ll never be able to have a 
single drink again, lest the taste of alcohol set 
him again on the way to a breakdown. 

There is no such thing, Walker points out, as a 
“typical alcoholic.” Each individual case varies 
a little. But as a guidepost to the drinking habits 
of alcoholics and others, the chart above is reli- 
able. Where do you stand on it?.

Chiffon Dessert

ERE IS A RECIPE that will give wings to 
your reputation as a hostess! Everyone 

who tastes it will want the recipe—and that’s 
for sure. For all it’s so light and fluffy, this 
refrigerator dessert is rich, so the dinner 
that precedes it should be on the light side. 
For example: chilled grapejuice for a starter, 
and a main course of broiled chicken, fluffy 
pre-cooked rice, broccoli, relishes. Wind 
up with this wonderful dessert and coffee. 


1. Cut a circle and a strip of waxed paper to fit 
bottom and sides of a spring-form pan which has 
been rinsed in cold water. 2. After lining pan, 
cover bottom with half the Brazil-nut mixture.

Ye cup cold water 3 eggs, separated 

1 package semi-sweet chocolate 1 cup cream, whipped 
Mix chopped Brazil nuts and cookie crumbs. Rinse an 8-inch 
spring-form pan with cold water; line with waxed paper 
cut te fit bottem and sides. (The water makes the waxed 
poper adhere to the pan.) Cover bottom of pan with holf 
the crumb mixture. Soften gelatine in cold water. In top of 
dovble boiler put semi-sweet chocolate, Y4 cup suger, salt 
and milk. Cook over hot water until blended. Beat egg yolks; 
add hot mixture slowly, stirring rapidly. Return to double 
boiler; cook over hot water stirring constantly, until thick- 
ened. Remove from heat; odd gelatine; stir until dissolved. 
Chill until thickened. Beat egg-whites until stiff; add gradu- 
elly remaining Y, cup sugar; beat very stiff. Fold in choco- 
late mixture and whipped cream. Turn into prepared pan. 
Top with remaining crumb mixture. Chill until firm. To un- 
mold, remove side of mold carefully, toke off paper. Place 
serving platter on top and invert; remove bettom of pan 
ond peper.

He also put a two-persons-per- 
car limit in effect in his garage just “to hold 
things down to a roar.” 

At Woolley’s garage, mechanics diagnose 
the trouble, tell the customer what he ought 
to do to correct it, hand him some manuals 
and then sign out special tools for him. 

From time to time mechanics drop around 
to check on the customer’s progress.

Only thing they can’t do at Woolley’s is 
spray paint their cars or do metal work— 
straighten bumpers or fenders. The paint 
fumes would be too uncomfortable and the 
metal work would be deafening. 

Helpmate of Woolley’s is his wife, Lillian, 
who supervises the parts counter and runs 
the office. 

“The self service business is here to stay,” 
says Woolley.

EXT TIME you see Reno Browne lathering it across the 
screen with a passel of hard-riding varmits in her 
wake, you’d better take another look. 

Frankly, pardner, Reno is worth a second glance. For 
not only is she beautiful and blonde, but she’s also just 
about the richest cowgirl on the range. 

As the only child of a millionaire Nevada attorney and 
rancher, Reno (real name: Ruth Josephine Clark) lives 
in solitary grandeur in a $75,000 house her father bought 
her on a Laurel Canyon mountain top, owns a horse, an 
airplane, several cars and a closet stuffed with mink and 
bright-hued western outfits. Naturally, she doesn’t have 
to ride the Hollywood range for a living. So she does it 
for another reason. 

“I want to be Queen of the Westerns,” she says. 

This honor has so far eluded some of the most spectac- 
ular beauties in the films. Ann Sheridan, Rita Hayworth, 
Jean Parker, Jennifer Jones, Gale Storm and Jinx Falken- 
burg all got their start in horse operas. Fame came to 
them, however, only after they left the sagebrush trail. 

With Reno it’s different. Her ambitions extend no 
further than the lone prair-ee. And she thinks she’s mak- 
ing headway. For, while she now earns only a modest 
$3,000-to-$4,000 a year as leading lady to such stalwart 
Western heroes as Johnny Mack Brown and Whip Wilson 
in Monogram “quickies,” she already is known to millions 
of movie fans as “Hollywood’s Greatest Cowgirl.” 


She’s a Comic-Book Star, Too! 


To other millions who have never seen a Reno Browne 
western, she is equally familiar as the star of a radio 
program (“Reno Rides the Range’”’), the heroine of a comic 
book (“Reno Browne”), the author of a song (“My Palo- 
mino and I’), and the girl whose beauty has often graced 
the covers of romance-on-the-range publications. 

Reno turned to westerns in 1948 at 24 after mastering 
ballet, the piano, the saxophone and the six-stringed 
ukulele. She attended Pasadena Playhouse for a term, 
then hired an agent. He promptly got her the feminine 
lead in a quickie called “Under Arizona Skies.” 

“At that time,” says Reno, “I wanted to be a dramatic 
actress and I couldn't really see how a cowgirl part would 
do me any good. But I changed my mind.” 
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IN $75,000 mansion father gave her, Reno displays wardrobe. 
She owns 50 western ‘‘uniforms;' worth up to $600 each. 


“Under Arizona Skies” was a typical “oater.’”’ It had a 
-paper-thin plot involving cattle rustlers, a rancher’s 
daughter, a bar-room brawl and a chase. It was shot in 
six days and Reno was paid $500. 


She Stole Her Own Sheep 


In 20 subsequent films, Reno has never been kissed. In 
“Gunslingers,” “Fence Riders,” “Riders in the Dust” and 


“Frontier Fear” her parts have been comfortably similar. 


In one she played a pretty ranch foreman, in another a 


pretty ranch owner. In a recent film, for variety, she was’ 


cast as a sheep stealer, but the script writer made sure 
that the sheep she stole were actually her own. 

Although most western fans view horse opera heroines 
as mere window dressing, Reno has won their affections 
because of her genuine ability as an equestrienne. She 
has been riding since the age of six. Now she owns a $6,000 
horse and at least one $15,000 saddle. 

“Dad bought them,” she says. “He wants me to make 
good in Westerns. It’s clean, wholesome work for a girl.”
